The total for all purposes actually approved being £988,359 against £837,756, in 1878— 
79, the number of loans being 941 and 504 respectively. But these totals very 
inadequately show the extent, of the loan operations which have been under our considera- 
tion during the post year, which has been an exceptional one, owing to special legislation 
on account of the distress in some parts of the country. These figures only include 
£189,600, as sanctioned out of about £1,208,000, applied for by land owners for drainage 
and other works, under the Public Notice of the 12th January, 1880, the greater part 
of which has been put in course of issue in anticipation of sanction, and if added to 
the loan transactions of the year would bring the total up to two millions, including 
2,870 loans. 

The above abstract includes loans for £10,653 to the counties of Tipperary and 
Waterford, to aid in the rebuilding the bridge at Carrick-on-Suir ; £53,000 for the 
Waterford and Wexford Railway, which will connect the new harbour of Greenore with 
the Dublin and Wicklow and Great Southern Railways; £18,301 for the completion of 
the Southern Railway; a further advance of £5,000 for the Derry Central Lino; and 
£35,000 for the extension of the West Cork Railway to. Bantry; also £20,000 and 
£36,000 for improving the harbours of Sligo and Coleraine, and £35,000 to the 
Corporation of Cork City for clearing a site' for artizans’ dwellings. 

The allocation for labourers’ dwellings in towns is larger than the average of the past 
years, amounting to £31,858 — to 19 different borrowers. The expenditure of this 
amount, when fully completed, will have erected 306 separate dwellings at an average 
cost of £104 for each, providing an accommodation which is still very much needed in 
most parts of the country. 

The operations under the Glebe Loans Service which record 79 loans in the year, 
amounting to £38,204, do not show any abatement in the number and amount of these 
applications compared with those of former years, from which we gather the fact that 
the Act has not yet fully completed the work for which it was designed, viz. : — To 
provide suitable residences for ministers of all religious denominations. . This Act which 
first came in force in 1870 for a period of five years, was renewed in 1875 for three 
years, and again in 1 87S for two further years, and therefore expires on the 31st August, 
1880, unless again renewed, a Bill for which is now before Parliament. In the whole 
period of 10 years 604 loans amounting to £279,815, have been granted, on account of 
which we have advanced £252,132, and have received hack on account of principal and 
interest £42,225. The repayment of the instalments on account of these advances has 
hitherto been very satisfactory. The whole of these buildings are kept insured by us to 
the extent of the loans advanced, the cost of which is recoverable from the clergymen 
in occupation. 
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During the past year 23 loans, amounting to £85,296, have been made out of the 
ordinary Loan Fund for sanitary -works under the Public Health Acts, besides 40 others 
making together £26,080, under the special notice of the 12th January, 1880, issued 
-with the object of giving immediate employment to unskilled labour in distressed 
districts. The special conditions of these loans are that no interest shall be charged on 
the advances for two years, and afterwards during the continuance of the loan only at the 
rate of one per cent, per annum. The number of years for repayment of principal being as 
heretofore from 20 to 50 years. These two classes make a total of 63 loans, amounting to 
£111,376 ; of this amount £36,571 is for providing water-supply in 21 districts, £68,481 
for sewerage works in 40 districts, £325 for ashphalting at Dalkey, and £6,000 for 
building a town hall at Clonmel. 

The sanctions for Arterial Drainage Works only amount to £10,509, which include 
the cost of two new districts, vizt. £2,709 for the Ballyadams in Queen’s County, 
and £7,000 for the Barndkyle district in the county Limerick. Works of maintenance 
have also been undertaken in the Hind and Ballinamore districts. 

In noticing the operations under the Land Improvement Acts during the past year, 
we beg first to observe that irrespective of the special _ advances in distressed Unions, 
376 loans have been made tinder the ordinary conditions of the Acts, amounting to 
£165,250, being greater \n number and amount than in any former year since 1S50. This 
indicates an increased desire on the part of land owners to avail themselves of the 
facilities offered, probably due to their anxiety to afford employment to the labouring 
classes during the last fo.ur months o£ the. year, and which the authority given by your 
Lordships extending the period of repayment for loans made for drainage, fences, farm 
roads, &c., from 22 to 35 years, is calculated to still further increase in the current year. 

We will now briefly advert to the extraordinary, proceedings in connexion with 
this service, which have arisen in pursuance of the Public Notices issued at the 
request of Her Majesty’s Government, oil the 22nd November, 1879, and 12th January, 
1880. These authorized us to make loans to landed proprietors, with the view of 
affording immediate employment in those Poor Law Unions in which distress existed or 
was anticipated, on conditions most favourable to the proprietors, vizt. : — the extension 
of the term for repayment from 22 years to 35, no interest being charged for the first 
two years, thus extending the period over 37 years from the date of each advance. At 
the expiration of two years an annuity of £3 Ss. Gd. per cent., including interest at one 
per cent., becomes chargeable under the Notice of 12th January, which will continue in 
force for 35 years when both principal and interest will be discharged. 

The effect of these exceptional conditions has been to give an unprecedented impetus 
to works of this class, vizt. : — drainage, fencing, levelling, planting, &c., the importance 
of which at any period cannot be too highly estimated. 

Prior to the 29th February, in the short space of six weeks, from the date of the second 
notice we had received about 2,180 applications for loans, amounting to £1,208,000, to 
he expended principally in the west and south of Ireland, in the counties of Clare, Cork, 
Donegal, Galway, Kerry, Leitrim, Limerick, Longford, Mayo, Roscommon, Sligo, and 
Tipperary. 

It may not be deemed irrelevant to compare these figures which apply only to a part of 
Ireland, the distressed unions, probably not exceeding the half of the area of the country, 
to the operations under this Act at another and even more remarkable time, viz. 
during the first three years of its existence between 1847 and 1849, during which the 
total applications for the whole of Ireland were 2,468 ; the amount allocated beimr 
£1,617,000. & 

When it is recollected that the figures just quoted embraced proceedings extending 
over nearly three years, and that the whole efforts of the large staff then specially- 
selected for the duty were taxed during this extended period to the utmost, some idea 
may then be formed of the immense pressure to which the department has been subjected, 
with almost an equal number of applications to deal with in the space of a few months. 
That in so short a time, over 1,900 of these special applicants were placed in a position 
to begin work, the remainder, for the greater part, being held over through causes 
resting with the applicants themselves, can hardly, we think, 'be considered unsatisfactory. 

In connexmn with the relief of distress, we have also to refer to the authority driven 
by his Grace the Lord Lieutenant for convening Extraordinary Baronial Sessions in the 
distressed counties, of which we received the first intimation on 26th of January last. 
From that time sessions have been continuously convened in 112 baronies and present- 
ments passed for 2,531 works, for £225,540—1,978 of these for £174 473 were 
recommended by us, which Her Majesty’s Government have directed to be undertaken. 
-d hr w* , r he “JP 1 ? °j setid enabling Guardians of the Poor to borrow from our 
Public \\ orks Loan Fund, for the purpose of procuring seed potatoes and .seed oats for. 
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tenants in unions, and scheduled for that purpose by the Local Government Board, and 
which passed the legislature on the 1st March, 1880, also calls for notice. 

These loans are made to Guardians of Unions in respect of their electoral divisions, 
the denomination recognised in the Act, the rates of. which are made responsible in 
the event of the purchasers failing to discharge their liabilities for the repayment of the 
debt by two annual instalments, on the 1st August, 1881 and 1882, without any interest. 

The detailed arrangements for carrying out this measure rest with the Guardians. 
The Act authorizes them to sell to any occupier of land valued at not more than £15, 
seed potatoes sufficient to sow an acre, and of seed oats for another statute acre, pro- 
vided that the total sale does not exceed £5 to any one occupier ; and (2) they may 
sell to any person. who. cultivates for his own use any land held under contract with 
the tenant, and with his consent a quantity of seed potatoes sufficient to sow a quarter 
of an acre. The extent of these numerous transactions as they affect the respective 
Boards of Guardians and this department will be seen by the following abstract 
statement, viz. : —

The expenditure by all unions under this Act was estimated at £600,000, on account 
of which we have already advanced £588,329 up to 24th June, and there remain 
thirteen unions to which advances have yet to be made. 



The Land Act Loans applications continue to be received but to a more limited 
extent than during former years. In the year, sanctions have been obtained only for 
sixty-three cases, amounting to £41,696. The total number of holdings purchased 
by tenants under the Act have reached SOS, who have thus become proprietors of 
48,654 acres, at a total cost of £794,044, on account of which we have advanced 
£474,378. 

This gives an average of 60 acres to each of these proprietors. 

The repayments in this service have, with few exceptions, been made with regularity. 



FUNDS. 

1. The funds to meet our loan services now come from three distinct sources. The 
estimate submitted to your lordships in February, for the Public Work? Loan Service 
under eighteen different classes, amounted to £1,454,003, in respect of which a sum of 
£1,100,000 has been voted for the service of the current year. 

2. The special grant of one million for Land Act purposes, on account of which there 
has been issued £475,000, leaves the sum of £525,000, available for further advances. 

3. The Relief of Distress (Ireland) Act, 1880, has placed a sum of £750,000, at our 
disposal out of moneys obtained from the Irish Church Fund, to meet special advances 
in distressed unions to landowners, sanitary bodies, and for baronial presentment works. 
The application for advances out of the fund are considerably in excess of this sum, and 
it is estimated that at least £600,000 more will bo required to enable us to discharge 
the claims which may be expected to arise. 



ADVANCES. • 

The whole amounts advanced on loan, as well as those for the year, are given under 
various classes at p. 6. Those for the year just ended amount to £856,704, against 
£469,104 in 1 878-79. The total amount advanced on loan by us and other departments, 
whose duties have been transferred to us, now amounts to £29,711,466.

IRISH REPRODUCTIVE LOAN FUND ACT. 



This Fund, which is composed of ten separate and distinct balances, arising from 
moneys subscribed in Great Britain to meet distress in certain parts of Ireland in the 
year 1822, was handed over to us in pursuance of 37 & 38 Vic., cap. 86, to make loans 
for fishery and other purposes which cannot otherwise be provided for by local rates 
or assessments. 

Eight of the counties are maritime, and two, viz., Roscommon and Tipperary, are not 
so. We have received no application for any advance in these two counties, and the 
funds are therefore accumulating by the interest received each year being, from time to 
time, invested to their credit. 

In the eight maritime counties we have made 1,469 advances on loan to 31st March, 



18S0, amounting to £26,382. The total repayments, including interest at 2;\- per cent, 
per annum, being £16,590. The amount overdue on promissory notes which fell due on 



or before the 1st March is £757, which is more than double the arrears on the 31st 
March, 1879, and five times greater than it stood at the same period two years ago.

The amount of funds available for loans on the 1st January, 1880, £36,844, is exclusive 
of £11,156, to be realized on promissory notes held by us as security for balances of 
loans outstanding. 

We desire again to acknowledge the great assistance afforded to us by the resident 
clergy in carrying out the troublesome arrangements in connexion with these loans. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The necessary works of repair and maintenance of the several metropolitan and 
provincial public buildings in our charge have been attended to. 

Constabulary Barracks. 

A new barrack at Lougbfad, county Donegal, commenced this year, is now nearly 
completed, and twelve portable huts, on a new and improved construction, have been 
finished and erected in various parts of the country. Arrangements have been made and 
in some cases works are in progress for converting the bridewells into constabulary 
barracks at Kenmare, Ennistymon, Callan, Urlingford, Carrick-on-Suir, Castle blaynev, 
and Kells. 



Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Considerable progress has been made in building a new barrack and station-house in 
Store-street, and the buildings will be ready for occupation in J lily next. 

Coast-Guard Stations. 

The following new Stations have been completed : — 

Bally waiter, county Down, 1 Chief Officer and 8 men, Watch-house and Boat-house. 
Greenore, county Louth, 1 Chief boatman, 5 men, Watch-house and Boat-house. 
Yentry, county Kerry, 1 Chief Boatman, 4 men, Watch-house and Boat-house. 

Phoenix Park. 

The several lodges of the Park Bailiff, Deer Keeper, Gate Keeper, Park Constables, and 
Overseers have been duly maintained, as well as the various roads, avenues, plantations, 
&c. The erection of the Memorial Statute of Lord Gough, at the Cross-roads adjoining 
the People’s Garden, has added very materially to the attractions of the Park. The 
People’s Garden continues to be largely frequented, and the crowds which assemble on 
Sundays regard with great interest the arrangements made for the gratification of visitors. 
The annual distribution of bedding plants among the humbler classes continues to be 
largely availed of and appreciated. 



Queen’s Colleges. 

The additions to the School of Medicine at Cork College are completed ; they have 
been fully in use for one Session, and have been found very satisfactory. The land 
acquired for the purpose of adding to the ground available for Botanic teaching and 
improving the entrance to the College is fully laid out ; the new Gate Entrance from the 
Western-road, with the new bridge across the Lee, and the corresponding avenue, and 
the house for the growth and scientific examination of plants have also been completed, 
and are much approved by the College Authorities. 

The necessary works of repair and maintenance at the three Colleges have been 
attended to. 

National Education Buildings. 

During the past year the erection of 40 National School-houses has been proceeded 
with at a total cost of £14,282 9s. 3 d., towards which the Board paid as Grants two- 
thirds, or the sum of £9,521 12s. 10 q!., the remaining one-third of the expense being con- 
tributed by local persons interested in the schools. 

Various additions to and enlargements of school-houses, together with such works of 
improvement as providing timber-flooring, erecting porches, building enclosing walls 
and gates, wainscoting, tablet rails, eave gutters, and other works, have been effected 
at 30 ordinary literary National Schools, at a total cost of £1,794 12a. lie?. Towards 
this sum the Board paid two-thirds, viz., £1,196 8s. 7d., and the remaining one-third was 
borne by local persons interested. 

Besides this outlay, the Board have expended in new works and alterations, repairing 
and maintaining the Metropolitan (or Central) Model School Buildings, the District Model, 
Minor Model, and Model Agricultural Schools, the sum of £9,701 5s. 11c?., and a further 
sum of £1,599 14s. 4c?. for furniture for those buildings ; and on the ordinary literary 
National Schools in charge of the Board, a sum of £2,820 10s. 7c?. has been also expended 
in works of maintenance and repair. 
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FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OP THE 

During the year Grants yre re made for tuilding, enlarging, or improving Residences 
for Teachers at “ vested ” schools, and £738 11s. 9ti. has been paid under this head. 
Grants for this object are made by the Board of National Education for half the cost of 
the erection, improvement, or purchase of a Dwelling-house for such Teachers, provided 
such moiety shall not exceed the sum of £100. In case the whole should exceed 
£200 the excess must be borne by the Applicant. 

This rule, however, of grants for Teachers’ Residences at “ vested schools now applies 
only to vested schools which were not in operation on the 1st May, 1879. 

The National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1879, 42 & 43 Vic., cap. 74, sec. 12 
(15th August, 1879), extends all the provisions of the A.ct 38 & 39 Vic., c. 82, to 
National Schools vested in the Commissioners of Education or Trustees for National 
School purposes which were so vested and in operation as National Schools, on the 
1st May, 1879. 

NATIONAL SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RESIDENCES (IRELAND) ACT. 

38 & 39 Vic., c. 82. 

Fortv-four applications have been received under this Act during the year for loans 
amounting to £9,399 125. 10d., and 26 loans have been sanctioned, amounting to 
£5,329. The other cases await proof of title or other information from the applicants. 
The issues on this service during the year have amounted to £2,863. The maximum 
amount of loan for a dwelling for one principal teacher is £250. 

LABOURING CLASSES’ LODGING-HOUSES AND DWELLINGS ACTS. 

29 & 30 Vic., c. 44, and 30 Vic., c. 28. 

During the year thirty-three applications for loans, amounting to £50,100 have been 
received for the erection of 437 dwellings, and 19 loans have been sanctioned, 
amounting to £31,858. The advances during the year amounted to £15,300. The 
cost and pretentious character of the proposed buildings rendered it necessary to reject 
some applications as not suitable to the wants and means of the class of persons for 
whose benefit the Act was framed. Other applications could not be entertained either 
in consequence of the inadequacy of the accommodation provided, either as to space 
or sanitary arrangements. 



GLEBE LOANS. 

Glebe Loans ( Ireland 5) Acts, 1870-71-75-78 ; 

33 & 34 Vic., c. 112; 34 & 35 Vic., c. 100 ; 38 & 39 Vic., c. 30, and 41 Vic., c. G. 

Eighty-one applications under these Acts have been received during the year for 
loans amounting to £35,456, and 79 loans have been sanctioned, amounting to £38,204. 
Some of these were for applications made the previous year. 

The issues for the year amount to £41,166, a portion of which is for loans sanctioned 
in previous years. 

From the passing of the Act 33 & 34 Vic., cap. 112, 10th August, 1870, 797 appli- 
cations for loans have been received, of which 604 have been granted, and the total 
amount advanced up to the present is £252,132. Of those not sanctioned, some have 
been withdrawn, some not proceeded with, and some have dropped through want of 
'title, &c. 



NATIONAL MONUMENTS AND ECCLESIASTICAL RUINS. 

Irish Church Acts, 1869. 

32 & 33 Vic., c. 42. 

By “ The. Irish Church Act, of 1869,” the Church Temporalities Commissioners were 
authorized to “vest in the Commissioners of Public Works, to be preserved as a 
National Monument, any Church or Ecclesiastical Building which appeared to be 
ruinous, or disused for public worship, and to be deserving of being maintained as a 
National Monument,” and to allocate sufficient funds for the preservation of buildings 
so vested. ° 
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In pursuance of this authority, these Commissioners made orders, respectively on 
the 27th October, 1874, 16th December, 1874, and 12th December, 1877, vesting the 
Churches, Ecclesiastical Buildings and Structures, comprised in Schedules attached to 
the orders, in the Commissioners of Public Works, and allocating sums amounting in the 
whole to £50,000, for the purpose of placing them as far as possible in a state of security 
against further delapidation, and to supply a fund for their future preservation. The 
necessary works have been completed at the buildings comprised in the two earlier 
orders, and considerable progress made with those in the last order. 

Inconsequence of a prevalent misunderstandingasto thenature of the Board’s operations 
in reference to these monuments, it may serve to correct misconception to repeat what was 
in part stated in a former report — that these operations are strictly confined to what is 
necessary for the preservation and maintenance of the several monuments, securing loose 
stones, preventing infiltration of water by cement covering to walls, &c., where prac- 
ticable, putting back in their former position portions of arches, displaced pillars, or other 
characteristic stones found amid the ruins, and clearing away rubbish where, by doing 
so, portions of the buildings, now hidden, may, with advantage, be brought to view, but 
carefully to avoid any attempt at restoration, or doing anything which might mar the 
ancient and picturesque character of the ruins. 

The works of conservation which were commenced last year at Imiiscaltra or Iloly 
Island, and the Church of Oughtmanua and Dysert O’Dea, Co. Clare, and at Screen, Co. 
Meath, have been completed, as have also the necessary repairs at the Seven Churches 
of Clonmacnoise, and the two Churches at Rahan, King’s County ; those of Kilfenora, 
Inchicronan and the Seven Churches at Scattery Island, Co. Clare ; the Round Tower 
at Dromiskin, the Cathedral at Trim, and Chapel at Dulain, Co. Meath ; the Church at 
Morica India, and Round Tower and Church of St. Cronin, Roscrea ; the Round 
Tower at Fertagh and the Church at Ullard, Co. Kilkenny, and St. Mullin’s, Co. Carlow. 

The details of these works, the progress made, and the results arrived at will be found 
in the report of Mr. Deane, the Superintendent, in the Appendix, p. 73. 

The arrangements for vesting additional buildings in this Board, arc not yet com- 
pleted. 

PAROCHIAL RECORDS. 

Act 39 & 40 Vic., c. 58. 

Under the provisions of this Act, inspections of the repositories provided for the safe 
custody of the Parochial Records have been made in the several cases required by the 
Deputy Keeper of the Records, and reports founded thereon have been forwarded to him. 

LIMITED OWNERS’ RESIDENCES. 

Acts 27 & 28 Vic., c. 113 ; 33 & 34 Vic., c. 56 ; 34 & 35 Vic., c. 84. 

The final absolute order has been made in the case of Colonel C. J. Tottenham for the 
structural improvement of his mansion at Woodstock, Co. Wicklow. The works under- 
taken for the supply of water to the mansion at Kilruddery, Co. Wicklow, the property 
of the Earl of Meath, are not yet completed, and therefore the provisional order has not 
been made absolute. One application for a provisional order has been received from 
R. II. Metge, esq., for additions to his residence, Athlumney House, Navan, Co. 
Meath. 



DISPENSARY HOUSES (IRELAND) ACT, 1879. 

42 & 43 Vic., c. 25. 

This Act was passed last session to give facilities for providing Dispensary Houses 
and Dwelling Houses for Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts in certain parts of 
Ireland, and the purposes for which loans may be made are the erection, eidargement, 
structural improvement, or purchase of any house or building to be used as a Dispensary 
or as a Dispensary Residence for the Dispensary District in which such house or building 
is situate. Only two applications have been received, and the loans have been granted. 

FUEL AND LIGHT, &c. 

This service, for the twelve months ended 31st March, 1880, embraced the supply to 
about 250 establishments in various parts of the country of coals, coke, bogwood, turf, gas, 
chandlery, water, &c., to the aggregate amount of £17,991 6s. 7d. 
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LAND IMPROVEMENT.

Thorough Drainages. 

The quantity of land thorough drained under the Acts since the commencement in 
1847 to the 31st March in this year is 268,883 acres, at an average cost of £6 19s. 8 d. 
an acre. Of this quantity, 5,504 acres have been drained during the year now reported on. 

Planting for Shelter. 

For this description of work 57 loans have been granted since the passing of the 
Act 29 & 30 Vic., c. 40, and of this number, 17, amounting to £8,568 were sanctioned 
since our report of last year. 



Farm Buildings. 

Since the passing of the Act 13 & 14 Vic., c. 31, 1,395 loans have been sanctioned 
for the erection of Farm Buildings, amounting to £717,960. OF this number, 130 
loans, amounting to £63,975 were approved during the year ending 31st March last. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

The number of loans sanctioned for this class of work since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, is 446 amounting to £252,310; the cases sanctioned since our last report 
being 17, amounting to £9,725. 

Appendix C gives the report of the District Inspectors. 



LANDLORD AND TENANT ACTS. 

33 & 34 Vic., c. 46, and 35 and 36 Vic., c. 32. 

During the year on which we now report the number of Loans made under the above 
Acts was 53, amounting to £34,756. This as compared with the year 18/8-9 shows an 
increase in numbers of 2, and in amount £11,936. 

Of these cases 48 were in respect of sales in the Land Court under the 45th section 
of the Act of 1870, the amount of the advances being £29,356. This brings the total 
number of Loans under that section up to 715, the gross sum issued being £401,836. 

Under the 44th section of the Act, which provides for the granting of Loans to 
tenants purchasing from their landlords by agreements approved by the Court, there 
have been only five Loans amounting to £5,400 since our last report. Lhe total num er 
of cases since the commencement under this section is 22, amounting to £30,41-. 

The total number of cases under both Acts in which advances have been made to aid 
tenants in purchasing their holdings from the commencement in 1870 to the 31 st 
March, 1880, is 808, and the gross sum issued is £474,378.

The Upper Finn, 
Ollatrim, Ballintemple, and Bush, have been withdrawn by the petitioners. The Bill to 
confirm the Provisional Order for the Garristown District has been submitted to the 
Treasury to be brought before Parliament. 

In the case of the Lough Erne district three projects have been brought forward as 
stated in former reports. The Inspector having reported unfavourably on the first 
submitted, his report was furnished to the promoters of the project for their guidance. 
The plans having been revised, the Inspector made a further report, which was also 
furnished to the petitioners, but the assents required under the Act were not obtained. 

Another petition was subsequently presentee! by some of the principal proprietors of 
land in this district, and the Inspector held the meeting required by the Acts and 
made his report, which, with the amended plans, were furnished to the petitioners ; 
but neither to this project have the assents of the proprietors yet been given. 

The plans, schedules, and estimates of the third project were lodged by the petitioner 
on the 22nd October last, and the Board appointed Mr. Thomas Hawksley, c.e., as 
Inspector, to hold the inquiry required by the Act, and on the 6th January 1880, the 
date fixed by the notice issued by the petitioner, that gentleman commenced his inquiry 
at Enniskillen ; but at the close of the financial year he had not yet furnished his report, 
and until it has been received no further steps can be taken.* 

The Loans sanctioned by your Lordships under these Acts amount to £492,580. The 
advances on account thereof, including interest charged during the operation of the works, 
amount to £370,720 ; and the repayments amount to £90,623, including interest. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the 30 districts in which awards have 
been made is 43,636 statute acres, and the cost of the works chargeable thereto, amounts 
to £239,151. 



Inoreasbd Rents in respect op Drainage Charges. 

During the past year seven applications were received from Proprietors for increased 
rents to be paid by the tenants in respect of lands improved by drainage, — representing 
102 holdings — 82 being tenants from year to year, and 20 leaseholders ; and meetings 
were held by us to determine the amounts. 

• On tlie 6th of May, 1880, the Inspector made his report, it was i-ecoived at this office on the 7th, and a 
copy of it was sent to the petitioner on the 8th of May, 1880. The necessary steps having been taken by the 
promotors for obtaining assents, they have now, at the date of this report, been reported to have been received, 
and the framing of a provisional order will now be shortly proceeded with.

HARBOURS. 

Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. 

All the works of this Harbour, including the Piers, Sea Slopes, Parapets, Slips, 
Bollards, Jetties, Wharves, Buildings, Fences, Roads, Lamps, and Sewers have been 
maintained in good order ; and the following works have been executed, or were in 
progress : — 

Dredging of 27,000 tons of sand and mud in deepening the Harbour. 

Filling in joints of stones of sea slopes, wharf and quay walls, with concrete. 
Setting sea pavement and masonry in retaining walls. 

200 tons of road metal and 400 tons of gravel have been spread bn the roads and 
pathways ; and the supply of 5,348 tons of Ballast .to Ships. 

Also the supply of water to H.M. Ships, Merchant Vessels, and Yachts.

INLAND NAVIGATIONS. 

Lower Boyne Navigation. 

The works executed during the year consisted of repairs to lock gates, river walls, 
towing-paths, and lock-houses, the clearing of weeds in the canal cuts, &c . — See Report 
of Supcri?itendent, Appendix B. The tolls received amount to £289, against £242 
realized in 1878-79. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The works of this navigation, including the swivel-bridge, are in good repair, and the 
toll-house and premises in good order . — See Inspector's Report, Appendix B. 

Tyrone Navigation ( Coalisland Canal). 

This navigation has been maintained in good order, and no expenditure was incurred 
further than was absolutely required for its maintenance . — See Inspector’s Report, 
Appendix B. The rents and tolls received amount to £27 2, against £246 in the previous 
year. 

Ulster Canal. 

This canal has now been re-opened for traffic seven years, but aTimitcd use continues to 
be made of it as a means of carriage. The tolls during the year amount to £86, £56 
having been received during the previous year. A moderate scale of dues was fixed 
with the view of giving encouragement to the trade in the district, but the result, up 
to the present, has not proved satisfactory. 

The works during the past year have been limited to the repairs of embankments, 
lock gates, and buildings, and removal of shoals, &c., incidental to its maintenance . — See 
Inspector's Report, Appendix B. 



SHANNON NAVIGATION. Shamum

The recurrence of heavy floods in the month of September last, and the renewed com- 
plaints of those who suffered from their effects — aggravated in their consequences by the 
general depression resulting from the unfavourable weather and bad harvests ot the

Shannon two previous years — agaia forcibly drew our attention to, and necessitated our conside- 
Savigation. ra tjon of the means by which the evil complained of might be remedied. 

There no longer existing any probability of any measure being undertaken which 
would afford entire control of the flood waters— the funds being jointly contributed by 
the Government, and by the proprietors whose lands would be benefited — it appeared 
to us that the time had arrived when a modified and more limited measure might be 
adopted which, though not conferring such a full degree of relief as might be desired, would 
yet largely mitigate the disastrous effect of the floods, and, at the same time, remove all 
ground of complaint so far as such could be based on any defect or insufficiency in the 
navigation works, and we accordingly requested our former Chief Engineer (Mr. 
Forsyth), whose intimate knowledge of the river in all its characteristics specially quali- 
fied him for the task, to prepare plans and estimates for the introduction of sluices into 
the several navigation weirs, and for such other work at Meelick in re-opening and en- 
larging the old eastern channel which had been closed as might be necessary to give due 
effect to the sluices to be introduced at that point. 

That proposition we had au opportunity of laying before the Lord Lieutenant and 
Chief Secretary in the month of October, on the occasion of the visit of the then 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and Financial Secretary of the Treasury, with our recom- 
mendation that, should the Government be pleased to give their sanction to the 
suggested works being undertaken, in consideration of all the attending circumstances, 
their whole cost — estimated at £37,700 — should be defrayed by the public. 

The measure having met with approval, the Board were advised by your Lordships of 
the intention to provide for the works in a supplementary estimate, and were instructed 
at once to proceed with them, with a view to making them available as a means of em- 
ployment for the relief of the distressed inhabitants of the adjacent districts. 

The opening up of the new cut at Meelick, near Banagher, was accordingly without delay 
put in hands, affording a considerable amount of employment, and the costs — as esti- 
mated for — are provided for in this year’s estimates. 

The plans for the sluices in all the weirs have also, it may be added, been prepared, 
and tenders for their construction and erection have been invited.

53 
(1867), was taken over from the lessees cn 20th May, 1868, since which period 
we have maintained the bridge, paid the interest on the commuted debt of £10,000, 
including arrears of same from 1st July, 1866, and discharged £2,481 of the principal, 
reducing it to £7,519. 

The tolls received during the year amount to £932, against £1,000 in the previous 
year.

The Works have been in progress under the contract made 10th January, 1879, with 
the Stockton Forge Company, whose engagement is to complete them by the 1st March, 
1882, as stated in our previous report. 

Carrick-on-Suir Bridge. 

Between the Counties op Tipperary and Waterford, and neighbouring the 
County op Kilkenny. 

The new Presentments required — as stated in last year’s report — were passed at the 
Summer Assizes, 1879. Loans were sanctioned by the Treasury, the plans were litho- 
graphed, and tenders invited. Of those received the highest was £24,000, the lowest 
£11,900. After full inquiry the tender of W. J. Doherty for £12,326 was accepted, and 
a contract made with him to complete the work on the 1st of August, 1881. 

Steps were also taken to acquire the premises required for the site of the new bridge. 



OPERATIONS FOR THE RELIEF OF DISTRESS (43 Vio. c. 4). 

Towards the close of the month of October, in compliance with the request of the 
Government that a statement might be furnished of the means whioh the Board would 
suggest and recommend of meeting, by affording employment, the destitution in certain 
parts of the country, the prospect of which had then become imminent, a memorandum 
was submitted (on the 31st of that month) giving an outline of the several descriptions 
of work which it was within their power ana province to promote, viz. : — 

1. Thorough drainage and reclamation of land, planting for shelter, and the' several 
other objects provided for under the Land Improvement Acts. 

2. The construction of fishery piers and harbours. 

3. River or arterial drainage ; but more especially pointing out the superior advantages 
of the first named, as admitting of being not only more wide-spread but bringing home to 
the doors of the labouring population the means of employment, it was suggested that 
with a view to induce proprietors of lands to borrow for the purpose, certain special advan- 
tages should be offered, and again on the 7th November a further memorandum was 
submitted, adding to the previous measures suggested the advisability of putting in 
repair the numerous fishery piers and harbours around the west coast, which it was 
believed had been much neglected, and had fallen into a state of decay, as a work which 
could without delay be taken up. 

. The suggestions then offered having met with the approval of the Government, by 
direction of their Lordships, a notice — a copy of which will be found in the appendix (E)— 
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was published on the 22nd November, offering to landowners within the unions authorized 
to be scheduled as distressed with a view to their affording employment in the improve- 
ment of their estates, certain facilities and advantageous terms of obtaining loans under 
the Land Improvement Acts, and extending also to sanitary authorities the same terms 
with a view to inducing them to undertake sanitary works with the same object. 

The expectations entertained under that notice having, to a great extent, failed of 
realization, and the apprehension of the distress increasing, the Government directed the 
further notice, dated the 12th of January (copy in Appendix E), holding out the additional 
inducements both to landowners and sanitary authorities to borrow, to be published ; 
and, shortly afterwards, towards the close of the month— still further to meet the emer- 
gency and accomplish the object aimed at of providing employment — a notification of 
the authorization by His Grace the Lord Lieutenant of the convening of Extraordinary 
Baronial Sessions within the distressed districts when called for was issued, whereat 
the cesspayers were empowered to entertain and to present for such works as, 
while affording means of relief, would, at the same time, prove of permanent public 
utility. 

Other steps directed towards the encouragement of the employment of labour, as in 
respect to the carrying out of arterial drainage works, and the restoration of the works 
of former undertakings, were also taken — as will be hereafter adverted to. 

Of the Board’s operations under the several above-mentioned heads, the following is a 
short outline brought down to the end of June : — * 



LAND IMPROVEMENT. 

Under ordinary circumstances it has not been found practicable, having regard to the 
interests of the proprietors themselves, and to a due attention to the formalities and 
legal steps required to be taken under the Land Improvement Acts, to make first 
advances in respect of loans applied for under six weeks from the date of the application. 
Under the notice of the 22nd of November, however, and the emergency it was framed 
to meet, it became the Board’s duty to expedite the proceedings to the utmost, and in 
this, by immediate advertisement of applications and other arrangements, to a great 
extent have they succeeded, materially shortening the period required for the carrying 
out of those steps which ordinarily, and under the obligations of the Land Improvement 
Acts, they are called on to take ; but the task under the notice was imposed on them of 
preparing for proprietors, where they deshed it, plans and estimates for the improve- 
ment of their estates — a duty which properly devolves on the proprietors themselves, 
and which unavoidably occupies a considerable time — and thus an additional expenditure 
of time was necessitated, which tended to defeat the attainment of the object aimed at. 

To meet the difficulty, therefore, a letter was addressed to the Chief Secretary, on the 
20th December, suggesting that, on applicants giving a personal undertaking to abide 
by the result of the notices and inquiries which the law required to be taken, the 
advance of first instalments might at once be made ; a suggestion which was subse- 
quently, on the 29th January, approved, and authorized to be carried into effect. 

The applications for loans under the notice of the 22nd November, and up to 12th 
January, were but 216 in number, amounting in the aggregate to £131,153. Under 
the latter notice, which limited the time for their reception to the 29th February, the 
number of applications was 1,978 — the total number under both notices being of the 
aggregate amount of £1,209,999. 

The result of the efforts made to compass the vast accession of work thus suddeuly 
thrown on the Department will be seen from the tabulated statement, p. 32. lo 
judge of these efforts, the various steps to be taken must be borue in mind. The first, 
the preparation of lists for publication in the Gazette, which, it may be observed, were, 
for several weeks, extremely heavy, then the examination of the Memorials (many of which 
were very imperfect), and of the character of the works proposed, the examination of title, 
and the further subsequent steps of obtaining the Treasury sanction, the preparation and 
registering of charging orders, and the issuing of advances : but the most onerous part of 
the duty devolving on the Department has been the preparation of the plans and 
estimates for the proprietors. The number of plans, &c., thus called for, amounted 
to no less than 1S60, and, although to procure them, the services of Engineers 

* The year embodied in the Board’s report of its ordinary proceedings terminates on the 31st March, the 
close of the financial year, but the immediate interest and passing nature of these operations appear to the 
Board to render it advisable to bring them down to the date mentioned. 
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and Surveyors were sought for from all quarters, and as many as 130 of these 
assistants have been employed, yet loss of time has unavoidably occurred in the 
plans, &c., being obtained, and delays in the issuing of advances have thus, in many 
cases, arisen, for without definite plans of improvement to which the money should be 
applied, it is evident, in a great number of cases at least, that advances could not 
properly be made. It may nevertheless be fairly assumed that had not the course of 
throwing the duty of the providing of these plans, where required by Proprietors, been 
adopted^ and the proprietors themselves required, as the law prescribes, to obtain and 
put forward their plans of improvement, but a comparatively small proportion of the 
applicants would have been in a position to obtain the loans they desired, as compared 
with those who have done so. 

Connected with the service is also to be noted the labour involved in making copies (in 
duplicate) of the plans, estimates, and reports of the several undertakings, one copy being 
sent to the proprietor for his guidance, the second retained for the use of the inspector 
employed to report on progress, while the original is required as an official record. The 
number of copies of plans and of their corresponding reports thus required to be made 
has amounted to not less than 6,000, calling for an expenditure of some 11,000 sheets of 
the six-inch Ordnance Survey maps, and the employment of a large force of draftsmen 
and scriveners to the number, on an average, of about thirty of each. 

But to estimate fairly what have been the exertions necessary to meet the occasion, 
must be considered the circumstances under which it arose, and the means at command. 
The permanent staff allotted to the land improvement branch of the department, and 
which is also charged with the conduct of the duties under the Land Act of 1870, consists 
of two clerks (one first, one second), one lower division clerk, a writer, and an examiner 
or inspector, a force not more than sufficient to carry out the ordinary duties of the divi- 
sion. Their duties are technical, requiring for their proper performance training, a 
training which the new hands brought in to assist were wholly without, and which, so 
suddenly and without warning did the emergency arise, it was not possible to give with- 
out loss of time and interruption to the work. 

Bearing on the question of the weight of the task to be accomplished is also to be 
mentioned the fact that, irrespective of the loans applied for under the Relief Works 
Notices, the number of applications for loans under the ordinary conditions, and which 
can be attributed to no other cause than the desire of proprietors to give employment 
in those other districts where though not scheduled as distressed the labouring popula- 
tion were yet in want, has been more than double that sought for on the average of 
past years, the number from the 1st December last to 31st May being 423 as against 
an average of 131 for the same period in the past five years. 

Notwithstanding the onerous task thrown on the department, and the difficulties in 
its execution to be overcome, as thus indicated, to which may be added the very serious 
hindrance and interruption to progress caused by the preparation of the numerous returns 
called for by Government, the result has been attained which appears in the following 
table : —

LOANS TO SANITARY AUTHORITIES. 

The coarse of proceeding in respect of loans for sanitary improvements, to which the 
advantageous terms offered under the notices have been extended with a view to giving 
such employment as they are capable of affording in towns and populous places within 
the scheduled districts, is for the Sanitary Authorities to address their applications to 
the Local Government Board, who, should they approve of the works proposed, instruct 
them to apply to the Board for the required loan. The Board, on their part, on 
receiving the applications, request — as required by the Act — the Local Government 
Board to state whether they recommend the loan being granted. If recommended, the

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Board, then, with the sanction of the Treasury — subject to security for repayment 
being given— proceed to make the loan by such instalments as the Local Government 
Board may have stated to be advisable.

Two points call for notice and explanation in this return — the one — that the recom- 
mendations fall much short of the applications. This arises from the fact — it is under- 
stood — of the delay of the Sanitary Authorities in maturing the plans, without which 
the recommendation cannot be given — the other — that the cases in which issues have 
been made fall short of the number of those in which loans have been sanctioned. That 
is due to the slowness with which the Sanitary Authorities respond to the legal require- 
ments as regards securities. N either, however, in making the issues, nor in obtaining th e 
previous sanction of the Treasury — the recommendation of the Local Government Board 
having been obtained, and the securities reported perfected — does a day’s delay arise. 

EXTRAORDINARY BARONIAL PRESENTMENT SESSIONS. 

The Board’s duties and responsibilities in connexion with these Sessions, the authority 
for holding which was conveyed in the Under-Secretary’s letter of the 13th January, 
addressed to the Secretary to the Local Government Board, and which had for their 
object the supplementing the means of affording employment under the notices before 
mentioned by the undertaking of works of local public utility and permanence, will be 
found defined in the sixth clause of the instructions which accompanied that letter, and' 
a copy of which will be found in the Appendix. 

To carry out these duties the Board selected a staff of inspecting engineers, appointing 
them to the districts in which the sessions (a certain number to each) were directed to 
be held, and supplying them with instructions, copies of which will also be found in 
the Appendix. 

The duties of the Inspectors, which have been of an arduous nature, have been 
performed with despatch and precision, and in such a manner generally as to entitle the 
recommendations made in their reports to every confidence. 

The branch of the department to which the conduct of this entirely new service has 
been confided is that charged with the carrying on of the duties connected with the care 
and maintenance of buildings' and direction of building operations,* including also the 
maintenance of National Monuments, the management of Phoenix Park, the supply of 
fuel to all the public departments, the investigations on which loans are granted under 
the Glebe Loan Act, the Labouring Classes Dwellings Acts, Teachers’ Residences,. &c. 

The permanent staff of this branch — under the immediate directions of the Assistant 
Commissioner — consists of but 1 first, 1 third class clerk, 1 lower division clerk, and 1 
copyist. The extent to which their energies have been taxed may, therefore, be 
somewhat, though very inadequately, comprehended from the statement given in the 
following Table of the work accomplished : —

MISCELLANEOUS OPERATIONS IN AID OF RELIEF. 

Fishery Piers and Harbours. 

Authority having been given for including in the estimates for 1880-81 grants of 
three-fourths of the estimated cost of the five, since six, piers, which will be found else- 
where detailed under their proper heads in this report, efforts were made at an early 
period so to forward the surveys and plans of the works that they might be available 
in contributing such employment as they are capable of affording in their respective 
localities, four of them being on the coast of Donegal, one on the coast of Clare, and one 
on the Galway coast ; and so far have they been expedited that they are now under 
contract, two excepted, on which, failing to find contractors, the works are being pro- 
ceeded with under our own officers. 

The old piers around the coast of the distressed districts being known in many 
instances to have fallen into a state of disrepair, we recommended that these should be 
examined and reported on with a view to the necessary repairs of them being also 
undertaken as a means of partial employment ; and our suggestions having been adopted 
in nine cases, authorized by the Government, the works of restoration have been 
directed to be proceeded with, and are now in progress. 

In addition to the extra duties involved in these proceedings, the efforts of our 
Engineers have also been directed to making local inspections and surveys, and 
reporting on numerous piers and harbours around the coast, for the construction of 
which urgent applications have been put forward. 

The selection of such of those piers as the means of carrying out may be supplied from 
Imperial and other sources has, it may be added, been confided to a special Committee. 

Arterial Drainage Works. 

To encourage expenditure and give employment on undertakings of this class, the 
favourable terms offered under the notices of 22nd November, 1879, and 12th January, 
1880, have been extended to any outlay incurred in prosecuting the works from the date 
of the authority granting the concession, viz. : — lGtli February, 18S0, to the 31st of July. 

In two districts only, however, the “ Suck ” and the “ Barnakyle,” was it practicable 
to profit by the opportunity, other projects which have been brought forward having 
either fallen through, or in which, through the time unavoidably occupied in making 
the necessary preliminary inquiries and framing Provisional Orders and obtaining 
Parliamentary sanction, it has not yet been found possible to commence operations. 

An advantageous means of affording employment also presenting itself in the 
restoration of the works in those completed districts now in the hands of Trustees — 
which to the serious deterioration of the drainage had been suffered to fall into a state 
of decay — attention was drawn to the subject with a view to the Trustees being called 
on under the Drainage Maintenance Act, to undertake their repairs, offering the 
inducement of advances on favourable terms for tlieir doing so. The recommendation 
was not acted on ; but in two important instances, those of the Cappagh district in the 
county Galway, and Hind district in the county Roscommon, on the motion of those 
interested, the Maintenance Act has been put in operation. 



Shannon Navigation Improvements. 

The measure for the improvement of the flood discharge of the Shannon will be found 
elsewhere adverted to in this Report, under its proper head, p. 27, but it may here be men- 
tioned that, under your Lordships’ authority, with a view to affording immediate employ- 
ment, the formation of the new cut at Meelick, near Banagher, was entered on in the 
month of December, and, from that time to the present, profitable occupation for from 
350 to 450 labourers has been daily found. 

SEEDS LOANS (43 Via., c. 1). 

Although only indirectly connected with relief operations, the advances for the pur- 
chase of seeds — potatoes and grain — it may, perhaps, be proper to advert to them. 

The amount of loans issued for these purposes up to 30th June, 1880, is £591,530 : 95. 
— the duties and responsibilities involved in the distribution of which, it may scarcely be 
necessary to say, have entailed considerable labour on the department, especially in the 
accounts branch. 
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When, with the gTeat extent of these operations, their sudden influx, and for the 
most part •wholly unprecedented nature, is also considered the multifarious character ot 
the Board’s ordinary duties, as shown in this our annual Report, the very limited 
number of the permanent staff, and the drawbacks attending the bringing in new and 
untrained hands, we cannot doubt that the difficulties to be met and to be overcome — as 
we venture to t hink they fairly have been — will, by your Lordships, be fully recognised.

Report of Mr. Robert Manning, M. Inst., c.f.., Cliief Engineer, for the year ended 31st 
March, I860.

Engineer’s Branch. 

I beg to submit tire following reports of the works 
in charge of this branch of the Department for the 
year ending 3ist March, 1880. 

Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. 

The expenditure on this harbour comprises the 
following items : — 

I. Maintenance and repair of sea walls, wharves, 
quays, buildings, and roads. 

II. The deepening of the harbour by dredging. 

III. The supply of water and ballast to ships. 

IV. The lighting of the quays, wharves, and roads. 



The joints between the stones of the sea slopes and 
wharf and quay wiills, wore filled in with Portland 
cement concrete to the extent of 4,627 superficial 
yards, a surface of 907 yards of heavy sen pavement 
was set; a quantity of 812 cubic yards of nibble 
masonry was set in retaining walls ; tbo buildings were 
kept in good repair ; ancl the roads and footways were 
coated with 200 tons of road metal, and 400 tons of 
gravel. 

A quantity of 27,000 tons of sand and mud was 
dredged out of the harbour. 

Her Majesty's ships, merchant vessels, and yachts, 
were supplied with water at rates fixed by the Board, 
and a quantity of 5,348 tons of ballast provided at 
the rates fixed by Act of Parliament. 

The following table gives a summary of the obser- 
vations made at the harbour during the year.

Uowth Harbour, County Dublin. 

The works, buildings, and roads were kept in good 
order. The reconstruction of the sea face of the east 
pier was continued, aud a length of 320 feet was 
finished dining the year. A new surface of 2,269 
yards was thus formed, and a further area of 2,703 
superficial yards was repaired with Portland cement 
concrete. A new privy was built at the end of the 
western pier, and two warping buoys provided and 
fixed. 

There were four gales during the year, one which 
occurred on the 10th of February was very severe, 
but I am happy to say that no damage was done to 
the works. 

Dunmoro Harbour, County Waterford. 

The works of this harbour were kept in good repair. 
On my last visit I observed that a part of the parapet 
wall showed further signs of failure after the last 
winter gales — this will have to be taken down and 
reset, and although, when making my estimate, I did 
not anticipate that this would require to be done 
during the current year, I hope to be able to execute 
the work without exceeding the expenditure provided 
for. 

The works executed during the year are as fol- 
lows : — 

The doors, door-frames, and windows of the stores 
on the quay have been repaired. The wharf wall at 
outer end of pier was, where defective, taken down 



and repaired ; this work consisted of 245 cubic yards 
of ashlar and backing reset, IOC cubic yards of coping 
dressed and reset ; 84 superficial yards of paving set 
at back of coping; and 125 superficial yards of the 
ashlar face repaired. On the sea slope the following 
work was executed. 1 ,000 cubic yards of rubble stone 
set outside sea pavement, and 1 10 superficial yards 
of sea slope made good with concrete rammed between 
the joints. 

Donaghadee Harbour. 

At this harbour a quantity of 490 tons of stone was 
removed out of the entrance and was used in repair 
of sea slope, which suffered severely in the month of 
January, 1879. Five out of the seven breaches then 
made have been repaired. I am happy to add that the 
opinion I expressed in my last annual report that 
there need be no apprehension of serious damage has 
been verified. The superintendent reports “ I am 
glad to be able to say that not one stone additional 
has been disturbed during the many storms of die 
past twelvemonths.” 

Ardglass Barbour, County Down. 

The following extracts from the report of Mr. J. A. 
Mullins, resident engineer in charge of the work, 
give a very full description of the progress made dur- 
ing the last year : — 

“ I beg leave to inform you that the works con- 
nected with the improvement of this harbour were 
pushed forward, during the past year with energy and 
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perseverance, working by day and by night, taking 
every advantage of low tides, 4 c., but unfortunately the 
weather was most unfavourable for works of this 
description, as we had frequent gales with many- 
severe storms, and long periods of continuous rough 
weather, with a heavy sea running into the harbour. 
This of course retarded operations very much, besides 
doing considerable damage by carrying away Hie sea 
stagings and knocking down portions of the new work 
before it could be sufficiently protected ; on several 
occasions this happened during the past year, however, 
the progress under the circumstances has been satis- 
factory, and I am very glad to be able to state that 
from henceforward the large fleet engaged in the fish- 
ing trade off this coast will have shelter from the 
storms so very much dreaded since this harbour be- 
came a wreck many years ago. 

“ I expect this contract will be completed within 
the present year as the contractor can now command 
any amount of labour that he may require on reason- 
able terms. OwiDg to the great depression in all 
kinds of business workmen found it difficult to obtain 
employment, and therefore many of them from other 
parts of the country found their way to this work. 

“ The following details will show how for this work 
has been completed up to 81st March last, as well as 
the quantity of work executed during the past twelve 
months. That portion of the old quay wall (adjoin- 
ing the pier), which was tumbled down for a length 
of 5 1 feet on top, and 28 feet at bottom, has been 
rebuilt with new coping and backing, all complete up 
to the cant. The new pier with its sen slope, storm 
wall, cross walls, and coping is nearly finished for a 
distance of 100 feet out from the cant at junction 
with the old quay wall, and for an additional length 
of 60 feet outwards the wharf wall of pier lias been 
built up to level of under-bed of coping, and the foun- 
dation portion of sea slope belonging to this division 
is also built iD position. 

11 The number of men and horses daily employed 
on this work during the past year did not vary much, 
viz. : — 

Labourers 48 to 66. 

Tradesmen 10 to 13. 

Divers 2 to 6. (Six divers for about 
1 2 weeks and 2 constantly.) 

Horses and drivers 2 to 5. 



“ The following details will show the different kinds

Fishery Piers and Harbours. 

BaByvaughan. ( Boumapeaka ), County Clare. 

This pier was completed at the commencement of 
the financial year, and was banded over to the county 
of Clare, by Warrant dated 6th June, 1879. 

On the 29th of July the county surveyor wrote to 
me. “ The new pier at Boumapeaka is a complete 
success as to construction and position, and will be 
invaluable ns a safety harbour for small craft, but 
owing to the general depression is not ns much 
frequented in a general way as it was expected. 

Kieraait Harbour , Cape Clear, County Cork. 

This pier was all but completed at the end of the 
year. I took an opportunity of inspecting it on the 
27th of April when it was finished. I was accom- 
panied by Mr. Wright, agent to Sir Henry Wrixon 
B ocher, bart., tho proprietor of the island. He was 
good enough to say that the manner in which the 
work was executed had given general satisfaction. 

A store which had been erected near the pier was 
handed over to the bailiff of the estate, so that posses- 
sion may be delivered up to the Grand Jury when the 
work is handed over. I have left some tools in the 
store which will be available for the repair of the quay 
in the south harbour, should it be proceeded with. 



Glandore Pier, County Cork. 

This pier was erected about the year 1S29, under 
the direction of the Fishery Commissioners, who 
made a grant under the 5 Geo. IV., cap. C4. It was 
handed over to the county of Cork under the provi- 
sions of the 10th & 1 7 tlx Vic., cap. 130. In the 
year 1 807 the pier-head was carried away, and a sum 
of £183 was presented by the Grand Jury for its re- 
construction, but this proving insufficient o cross wall 
was built, and the pier shortened by a length of about 
20 feet 

In the year 1876 the pier was again injured and 
was repaired with concrete at a cost of £ 1 00. 

In the month of January, 1877, the Fishery In- 
spectors wrote to this Board that tho pier had been 
shortened, that there was a quantity of stones in the 
harbour's mouth, and a breach 1 6 feet long in the 
sea slope. An inspection of the pier was made by 
the Assistant-Engineer to the Board, who estimated 
the cost of repairs at the sum of .£050. A copy of 
his report was forwarded to the Inspectors with a 
statement that the Board had no power to make any 
repairs to this pier or harbour, unless the Irish 
Government applied to the Treasury under the pro- 
visions of the 1 6th & 17th Vic., cap. 1 36. 

In the winter of 1878-0 a further length of the 
pier was swept away, and the Grand Jury having 
declined to present for the necessary repairs, an in- 
spection was again made, the cost of repair being 
estimated at the sum of £1,500. 

Treasury sanction was obtained for the expenditure, 
the works were commenced on the 6th November. 
1879, and the winter being favourable were carried 
on with vigour. _ , . 

All the concrete blocks required (206 cubic yards) 
were made, 167 cubic yards of concrete set «i situ, 
and 500 cubic yards of rabble hearting filled in, 

A severe storm occurred on the 18th February, 
doing damage to newly set concrete and to machinery 
to the amount of about £30. I visited the P^r my- 
self on the 20th April, and was well satisfied with the 
n which the work was conducted. 
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Roughly Pier. 

This pier and dock -were constructed under the 
direction of the late Mr. Nimmo, in the year 1823, 
■with funds placed atthedisposalof the Lord Lieutenant 
for the employment of die poor, aided by grants from 
the Fishery Commissioners, and contributions from 
charitable associations in England aud Ireland — the 
total cost being £1,000 8s. 

The Grand Jury of the county of Sligo having 
declined to repair the works of the harbour which bad 
fallen into decay, the Fishery Inspectors held an 
inquiry; I was directed to make a report and estimate ; 
the Treasury sanction for the necessary expenditure 
was obtained; the works were commenced on die 
12th January 1880, and are now in progress. 

The Superintendent reports as follows : — 

“ Since the commencement of the work, on January 
12th, 1880, the entrance and inner dock have been 
excavated, the latter almost to the old bed, and the 
former, in which the silt had accumulated to the 
depth of 4 feet along the south side of the groin, to 
about the same level, the average level of the bed of 
the entrance being now about 2 feet or 24 feet above 
ordinary low water spring tides. 

“All the excavation to the extent of about 2,000 
cubic yards has been run out by barrows, and banked 
up close at hand. About 70 feet of the south embank- 
ment (which had slipped forward) has been taken 
down, and is now being rebuilt. There was almost 
no filling at the back of this breach, the pitching 
resting against a bank of natural peat. This has 
been excavated 8 or 0 feet wide at bottom, to allow of 
a solid backing of rough stone and shingle ; and the 
foundation has been carried down some three feet 
lower than formerly. In the breach which existed 
in the quay wall at second steps from the pier head, 
it was also necessary to clear tire foundation, and to 
remove some of the backing, which consisted of blue 
clay, the sliding forward of which was the immediate 
cause of the destruction of this portion of the wall. 
Both these breaches have been well founded, and 
will shortly bo completed above the level of low water 
neaps. 

“ The nose of the northern wharf, which had also 
been wrecked, to within 3 feet of the foundation, has 
now been rebuilt to the coping level; and the paving 
of the pier head has been almost completed as fai- 
ns (lie first steps." 

Proposed Piers. 

On the 8tli of November last the Board referred to 
me a letter from the Treasury covering a report from 
the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries respecting the pro- 
posed construction of works at places therein men- 
tioned, with a request that I would make an estimate 
of the cost in each cane, but that it was not necessary to 
visit any of them which I had not already inspected, 
as a rough approximate estimate would suffice. In 
two cases there was not any information given which 
would enable me to make even a rough guess at the 
probable cost. In three cases inspections had been 
made by my predecessor, Mr. Forsyth. In eight 
others I had visited the places myself, the gross 
estimate for which (including Kinsale) was £45,060. 
In the other eleven cases I examined the charts and 
read over the correspondence and the evidence taken 
before the Fishery Inspectors. So far as these docu- 
ments enabled me to form a judgment, the accom- 
modation required could he provided for £15,750, 
the gross estimate for all amounting to £0 1 ,250. 

An application for the erection of a new pier at 
Clogher Head, in the county of Down, was referred 
to me, and on the 20th December I submitted an 
estimate (without survey) of £15,000. 

In the months of January and February the sites 
of the following piers were inspected, and subse- 
quently reported on, viz. PooUiurrin, Tawny, 
Burton Port, Buuatruhan, Inver boat Harbour, 
Inver (port of), in the county of Donegal; Iuish- 



crone, Pollaclieeny, Castletown, Easky, Killeenduff, 
Polluadiwn, and Aughvis, in the county of Sligo ; 
Bush Harbour and Lceuane, in the county of Galway ; 
Greystones, in the county of Wicklow ; and lion 
Diver, in the county of Cork. 

At the desire of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, 
inspections, reports, and estimates were made in ten 
cases of piers transferred to counties under provisions 
of 16 and 17 Vic., cap. 136, which were reported by 
the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries as requiring repairs, 
viz. : — Saleen Harbour, in tho county of Mayo ; Cape 
Clear (south harbour), Castletown, Ballycrovone, and 
Bantry, in the county of Cork ; Kilcolgan, Mamneon, 
Caskla Bay, Errislanuau, and Rossroe, in the county 
of Galway. The gross estimate for the repairs of 
these piers amounted to £6,450. 

The report on Saleen Harbour was forwarded to 
the Irish Government on tho 24tli January, 1880, 
and those on nine others on the 20tli of April last. 
No orders have yet been received respecting them. 

On the 27th December, 1870, it was intimated to 
the Board that the Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
were ready to ask Pallium ent for grants in aid of the 
construction of piers in five cases, selected by thorn 
(the gross cost of which amounted to £9,500) pro- 
vided tho localities concerned were ready to contribute 
one-fourth part of the total cost, as required by the 
Act ; ancl the Board was directed to put themselves 
in communication with the authorities of those fivo 
places. After much correspondence, the conditions 
were fulfilled, and Treasury sanctions obtained in the 
following cases : — 

Burton Port, co. Donegal. 

Bunatruhan, Do. 

Ballysaggart, Do. 

PooUiurrin, Do. 

Goleen Creek, co. Clare. 

Rinvylc, co. Galway. 

I am glad to report that in all those cases I have 
been enabled to have the engineering details pre- 
pared in anticipation of tho requirements of the law 
being complied with. I may also anticipate my next 
annual report by saying that in the first four cases 
contracts have been let ; and in the others superin- 
tendents have been appointed, aud have proceeded to 
the sites of the works. 

In addition to tho business transacted in relation 
to piers and harbours which I have now described, a 
large amount of duty hod to be performed in correspon- 
dence, numerous references from other departments, 
and interviews with gentlemen interested in tho 
various localities from which applications wore re- 
ceived. 

Shannon Floods Regulation. 

Mcelich Cut. 

Plans, sections and estimate for this work having 
been prepared by Mr. Forsyth, the Board appointed 
Mr. James Lynam resident engineer, and Mr. 
Robert Toung overseer : they were placed under my 
orders. 

The following is tho report of Mr. Green, Assistant 
Engineer to the Board, on tho progress of the work 
“ This work was commenced December 16th, 1870, 
and at the end of March, nearly 40,000 cubic yards 
had been excavated out of the new channel, and 
deposited in spoil banks. The excavation consisted 
of clay containing a large number of boulders, and 
in one place there is a considerable quantity of lime- 
stone rock to be removed. The new channel is 
already nearly half n mile in length, and 100 feet 
wide, but is not yet to tho full depth. 

“ On a few occasions there have been more than 
600 men on the works ; during the month of February 
the average number employed was 5 34 (hut in March 
it fell to 827), and tlic average since the works com- 
menced has been 387." 

Drainage and Maintenance. 

Quin District , County Clare. 

In this case the Board advertised for tenders ; the 
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lowest received amounted to £-3,950. As I considered 
this to be more than the value of the work to be 
executed, I recommended that it should be carried 
out by days labour. Mr. Loptlell was appointed to 
superintend the work ; which was completed at a cost 
of £-3,000 ~a. 9d. This expenditure included the cost 
of some extra works ordered on the application of 
some of the proprietors during the time the work 
was in progress. The estimated cost before it was 
commenced was £-3.500. 

Holey District, County of Galway. 

The estimate for the maintenance works in this 
district was £550, a contract was entered into with 
Mr. James Lynam for the sum of £500, the works 
have been completed. 

Bcdlinderry District, County of Westmeath and King's 
County. 

The estimate in this case amounted to £176, a 
contract was entered into with Mr. H. J. B. Kane for 
£186, the works have been completed the total cost 
being £196 17i. 5d. 

Fergus District , County of Clare. 

An accommodation bridge in this district having 
failed it was re-coustructed under the superintendence 
of Mr. Lopdell, and completed during the year. I 
estimated the total expenditure at £120. It cost 
£93 16s. lOd. 

Hind District, County qf Roscommon. 

At the request of one of the principal proprietors 
the Board placed this district in charge of Mr. James 
Lynam — ilie works are in progress. 

DoohyU District, County Limerick. 

The works in this district have been completed 
during the year at a total cost of £-300 1 8 s.; the amount 
of the estimate prepared before the commencement 
of the woiks was £-310. 

Oranhitl District, County Galway. 

This district was inspected and reported on, and 
plans and specification prepared. 

Camoge District, County Limerick. 

This district was inspected, and a report made 
on a complaint of the insufficiency of the channel to 
discharge the Hoods. 

Arterial Drainage. 

Inspectionslinvebeen made of the following districts, 
viz. -. — Upper Inny, Rathaugan, Laracor, Bride and 
Kilcrea, Swanlinbar, Ward, Ballyadams and Barna- 
kyle, the total amount certified for during the year 
was £11,760. 



Clare Slob Reclamation. 

Two inspections have been made of this work, and 
an estimate made of the value of the work executed, 
and of the plant, tools, and buildings with reference 
to a loan which is under consideration. 
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Dungannon Water Works. 

The Poor Law Guardians of tire Dungannon 
Union, being bound to execute certain works for the 
due supply of water to the Tyrone Navigation, I 
inspected the works, and certified that the conditions 
required by the Board had been fulfilled. 

Bridges between Counties. 

Youghal Bridge, Counties of Cork and Waterford. 

A contract having been entered into with the 
Stockton Iforge Company for the erection of this 
bridge, the Board appointed Mr. Samuel H. Kirkby. 
one ol the County Surveyors for the East Riding of 
the county of Cork, and also arranged for periodical 
inspection by Mr. W.E. L'Estrange Du ffin.County Sur- 
veyor of Waterford. I visited the works on the 24th 
April. The embankment on the county of Cork 
side was nearly completed ; some cylinders and 
screw piles were erected ; and a considerable quantity 
of the iron work was on the ground. 

Carrick-oruSuir Bridge, Counties of Waterford and 
Tipperary. 

A contract having been entered into with Mr. W. 
J. Doherty (subsequently transferred to Mr. John 
Jameson), the Board appointed Mr. John Leslie 
Won-all, County Surveyor for tbe South Riding of 
Tipperary, to superintend the works. I visited the 
site of the bridge on the 3rd of May, ultimo. Some 
masonry was executed in the laud piers on tbe Tip- 
perary side, but possession of the land to the Main- 
street of Carrick has not as yet been obtained. 

Waterford and Wexford Railway. 

Tbe Board having directed me to report upon die 
actual expenditure and estimated cost to complete the 
works of this line from the town of Wexford to 
Rosslare Harbour, and also to report upon the state 
of tlie works at the last-named place, I made an 
inspection on the 17th and 18th April, 1879, and 
reported to the Board. 



Rosstreyor Tramway. 

I inspected this Tramway on the 8th of Julv, and 
gave the necessary certificate to enable the line to be 
opened for traffic. 

Railway Clauses Consolidation Acts. 

Inspections have been made of the Sligo, Leitrim, 
nnd Northern Counties, the Limerick and Kerry, and 
Bantry Extension Railways. 



Up to the 15th of January the professional staff of 
my branch consisted of a chief engineer, an assistant 
engineer, and a draughtsman. On that day a second 
assistant engineer (Mr. Crosthwait) was appointed, 
and on the 2tJth of April another draughtsman (Mr. 
Moroney). I trust I may be permitted in this place 
to acknowledge the ready and willing help which I 
have received from the gentlemen placed under my 
orders, and to bear testimony to the constant atten- 
tion which they gave to their arduous duties without 
intermission.

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Shannon Navigation. 

Extracts from the Report of Mr. James Merrick, Inspector of the Upper Division of the 
Navigation. For the year ending 31st March, 18S0. 



The navigation course from Shannon Harbour to 
Spencer’s wharf, in Lough Allen, 90 miles in length, 
is defined by thirty-three stone beacons ; 297 iron or 
timber guide piles, and fifty-four iron or timber buoys. 

The severe frost of last January, had the effect of 
displacing nineteen and sinking eleven buoys ; all of 
which have been replaced in their proper positions. 
Twenty-one new guide piles have been erected to 
replace those which disappeared from the action ol 
ice or decay. 

Shannon Bridge. 

The road-way of Swivel bridge was repaired with 
42 square feet of deal planking. 

The toll-collector’s house, and office, were lime- 
washed, and timber-work painted. 

A new row-boat was supplied to the toll-collector, 
to replace on old one. 

AtIUone. 

The lock-gates nt this station were scraped and 
tarred. 

The sheeting of breast and tail gates were repaired 
and caulked where found necessary. 

In consequence of the great amount of traffic on 
the Connaught, quay it was found necessary t6 bottom 
and metal the roadway from the Main street to the 
Look, 183 yards in length, by 51 yards in width. 

A close timber paling 86 yards in length by 5 feet 
in height, with gate and wickets, has been erected 
on the whar f adjoining the lock. 

A length of seventy-four lineal yards of close iron 
paling, 4-1 feet high, is being erected at the old har- 
bour of canal as a protection from accidents. 

Lanesborough. 

The toll-collector’s office was lime-washed and tho 
timber work painted. 

Tarmonbarry. 

The lock-gates at this station have been scraped 
and tarred, and the iron work painted. 

The stone pavement, at toe of weir-wall, which 
was injured by large masses of ice passing over in 
January, 1879, has been repaired with 187 cubic 
yards of Portland cement concrete — the pavement 
injured was 400 feet in length by 6 feet in width. 

335 perches of catch drain has been scoured up, 
from the upper embankment (at west side) to the 
lock. 

The house at bridge, the property of the Board, 
has been repaired. 

Cloondrah. 

The lock-gates of Cloondrah Lock have been 
scraped and tarred. 

A length of seventy lineal yards of slake and wire 
fence was erected on the high- bank of canal adjoin- 
ing the lock-house to prevent accidents. 

The 10-ton barge and the collector’s small boat 
wore repaired and painted. 



Rooskey. 

The lock-gates were scraped and tarred and the 
iron work painted. 



The old oak swing beam of east tail-gate, having 
become quite decayed, has been replaced by a new 
American oak one 46 feet in length by 2 feet square. 
The mitre post which was decayed at top, has been 
repaired with 9 feet in length of red pine. 

160 perches of east catch drain of embankment 
was scoured up. and roadway on embankment re- 
paired. 

The watering slip, ut high bank near the bridge 
over the old canal having become dangerous was 
repaired and protected by a suitable hand rail. 

The roof of lock-house was repaired. 



Jamestown J [ill Budding, and Canal, Albert Loch T 
and. Lock-house, dec. 

The roof and chimney stacks of the caretaker’s 
house at the mill ‘building were pointed, windows 
repaired, and the house lime-washed. • 

The gates of Albert lock were scraped and tarred. 

The tail-gates which leaked very much were 
couuter-sliccted to an extent of lGi feet in clear 
opening which is quite sufficient to allow any boat 
or steamer plying on the Shannon to pass. The 
entire of the framing of the tail-gates arc much 
decayed ; it will be necessary to prepare now gates 
to replace the old ones os soon as possible. 

The lock-house was lime-washed and a new timber 
roof was erected. 



Carrick-on-Shannon. 

Tho kitchen floor (of boards) of toll-collector's 
house being decayed was replaced by a tiled one 16 
by 14 feet. 

32J tons of metalling were spread on the wharves 
and approach roads. 

Locks andLooL-houscs at Battle Bridgaarul Drumleagne, 
and Lough Allen Canal. 

The lock-gates at Battle Bridge were scraped and 
tarred. 

The lock-house was lime-washed. 

The approach road from Battle Bridge to the 
harbour was repaired. 

226 lineal yards of west hank was raised 2 feet l>y 
6 feet in width, and 36 lineal yards of bank was 
excavated to a depth of 6 feet by 3J- feet, and filled 
in with well tempered puddle to stop leakages. 

300 cubic yards of silt was removed from canal by 
spoon and bag dredging. 

820 perches of catch and boundary drains have 
been scoured up. 

The lock-gates at Drumleague were scraped and 
tarred. 

The lock-house was lime-washed. 



The Boyle Water. 

The lock-gates at Knockvicar wero scraped aud 
tarred. 

The lock-houso was repaired and limo-washed. 

Five new larch guide piles were erected to replace 
those removed by ice. 

The harbours at Lecarrow, Dro mod and Drumsno, 
as also the wharves at Carnadoe, Kilbride, and Drum- 
shambo, on tho Shannon, are iu good order. 

The wharves at Cooteliall and Knockvicar on the 
Boyle water ore in good repair. 
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Querrin Pier, Co. Clare. 

The pier, harbour, and causeway are in good 
repair. 

Kilrush Pier and Harbour, Co. Clare. 

The pier, harbour, and hoisting cranes are in good 
order and repair. The severe storms during the past 
winter have done some trifling injury to the sea 
pavement, the boat slip, and face of old pier, which 
have been repaired. The surface of the pier has been 
repaired with broken stones ; the roofs of store, shed, 
and office coated with Stockholm tar ; the two hoisting 
cranes have been cleaned and painted. 

Saleen Pier, Co. Kerry. 



The following works and repairs have been 
executed. viz. The roadway and wharf between Mohoy, 
Glare-street and the Canal Company's stores hare inspeitur. 
been repaired ; the cast-iron pillars along the wharf, 

28 in number, have been cleaned and painted ; the 
towing paths have been repaired, and boundary 
drains cleaned up and deepened ; the lock gates, 25 
pair in number, were kept in good order. 

The lock-houses, stores, and offices along the 
Navigation, 23 in number, have been cleaned, re- 
paired, painted, and lime-whitened. 

Several of the wooden uprights of Plassy Bridge 
having become very defective, 1 had twenty new larch 
uprights put in where necessary, and 18 diagonal 
braces, secured with iron dogs and spikes, so as to 
ensure its safety against the winter floods. 



The surface of the pier has been kept clean and 
repaired, the collector's house lime-whitened ; three 
large oak stop posts supplied and put down for 
mooring vessels. 

Kiltcery Putr, Co. limerick. 

The works at this station are in good repair. 

Foynes Harbour, Co. Limerick. 

The traffic in cool at this station is on the increase. 
The surface of the pier has been repaired with strong 
gravel from the beach. The stays of the 5-tou crone 
having become defective, they were replaced by new 
ones. 

The accumulation of silt in the harbour is still 
increasing, which affects large vesse’s entering the 
harbour, except at spring tides. When they arrive 
at neaps they have to remain in the pool for several 
days, unless portions of the cargoes arc discharged 
l>y lighters. 

’ The goods and passenger steamers cannot touch 
at the end of the pier except at full or half tides. 

Kildysurl Pier, Co. Clare. 

The floating stage which was in course of con- 
struction, as stated in my last report, has been 
finished, and n truss-gangway, 00 feet long by 8 feet 
wide, has been made which connects the floating 
stage with the land, and affords every facility to land 
and take in passengers, to load and unload goods, 
cattle, and every description of stock, at any state of 
the tide. This is a very great advantage to the inha- 
bitants and traders, as steamers call twice daily on 
their up and down trips. The road and causeway 
have been repaired with 20 tons of strong shingle, 
and the stone pitching of the western slope repaired. 

Clare Harbour, Co. Clare. 

There is a steady, good trade doing at this station 
in timber, coal, and bread-stuffs. The wharf has 
been repaired with 22 cubic yards of broken stones ; 
the berths for vessels made even, and all inequalities 
filled in with 27 cubic yards of broken stones. 

Limerick. 



World's End. 

The works at this station are in good order. 

Ardclooney Fiver, Co. Clare. 

This river, which takes its rise in the Clare Moun- 
tains, continues to bring down a large quantity of 
shingle and gravel annually, which has been trapped 
above the towing path to prevent it from closing np 
the Navigation course. 6, -120 cubic yards of this 
gravel have been removed, and 128 perches lineal of 
boundavy drains cleaned up. 

Killaloe, Co. Clare. 

The collector's, caretaker's, and store houses have 
been repaired and lime-whitened. 

The wooden bridge leading into the marble mill 
has been renewed. 

Scariff and Tonxyraney. 

Both quays ore in good repair. The trade has 
greatly improved at the Scnriff Station during the 
past year. There arc now two steamboats plying 
between Limerick and Scaiiff, which are doing a fair 
trade. 

Portumna, Co. Oalway. 

The wooden jetty at this station has been renewed, 
and wharf repaired. Three oak stop posts were put 
down, and the top sheeting of the swivel bridge was 
counter-sheeted. 

Victoria Lock , Ring's Co. 

Several leakages having appeared from time to 
time in the new canal banks, they were attended to 
without delay and stopped. 

The rollers and brasses of the deep gates have been 
adjusted. 

Oloonaheenogue Canal, King's Co. 

The lock-gates were cleaned and coated with tar; 
the lock-honse lime-whitened ; the south canal bank 
has been repaired ; and 0 guide piles have been 
driven at the “ Cribbies" to define the sailing course 
up to the Counsellor’s Ford in time of high water. 



The lock-gates, canal banks, wharves, roadways, 
bridges, culverts, and boundary drains between 
Limerick and Killaloe, a distance of 16 miles, have 
been well and carefully maintained. 

In consequence of the almost continual rain during 
tlio past winter, the floods rose to a very consi- 
derable height, which affected the banks on tire 
Shannon levels. Several slips took place in die deep 
cuttings at Errina, and along the towing paths and 
side drains of the canal. The surface of die towing 
paths suffered some injury iu many places. They 
are now undergoing the necessary repairs. 



Banaglier, King's County. 

The wharf on die cast side of the bridge was very 
much cut up by die traction engine belonging to the 
Distillery Company. It has been diorougbly re- 
paired. The collector’s house and premises have 
been lime-whitened. 

Shannon Harbour, King's Co. 

The wooden bridge and ferry boat are in good

Coal island,

Sib, — I beg to submit the following report on the 
state of the works on the Ulster Canal and Tyrone 
Navigation, during the year ending 3 1 st nit., the works 
executed have been limited to the repairs incidental 
to their maintenance. 

Ulster Canal. 

From Claremont to Monaghan, 25 miles. 

Repairs of Nos. 12, 13, and 10 lock-gates, draw- 
bridge near to Caledon, canal stores at Caledon, 
staunching leaks, sodding and puddling broken down 
parts of the canal banks, boundary fences and farm 
passes, scouring out bock-drains, removal of shoals 
formed in the bed of tlio canal at several points where 
the natural feeders discharge into it, and the weeding 
of the canal have been the principal works carried out 
on this division. 

From Monaghan to Clones, 14 miles. 

Repairs of Nos. 18, 10, 31, 22, 23, and 24 lock- 
gates, lock-keepers' houses, raising subsided portions 
of the canal banks, staunching leaks, cleaning out 
back-drains, farm passes, raising boundary fences, 
puddling and soddiDg broken down parts of the canal 
banks, cleaning out shoals formed in the bed of the 
canal where the natural feeders discharge into it, and 
the removal of weeds out of the canal. 

From Clones to Lough Erne, 7 miles. 

Repairs of Nos. 25 and 26 lock-gates, repairs of 
canal stores and boundary walls at Clones and Wattle 



Bridge, sodding and puddling broken down parts of 
the canal banks, staunching leaks, cleaning out boun- 
dary drains, raising fences, repairs of farm road 
passes, and weeding the canal. 

Quiglough Reservoir. 

The embankments, occupation bridges, sluices, 
head weir, and boundary fences have been main- 
tained in good order, several shoals in the feeder 
from the reservoir to the canal were removed, and 
slips in the banks made up. 

Tyrone Navigation. 

This navigation has been maintained in good order 
during the past year, and no expenditure has been 
incurred further than what was absolutely required 
for its maintenance, viz. : — 

Repairs of Nos. 3, 4, 5, and 0 lock-gates, removal 
of 450 cubic yards of silt deposit out of basin at Coal- 
island, repairs of tbe towing-path (which is also a 
turnpike road), sodding and puddling broken down 
parts of the canal banks, and staunching leaks, 
scouring back-drains, cleaning and coating the lock- 
gates with prepared tar, repairs of look-keepers' houses, 
and regulating sluice-keeper’s house, lime-washing 
boundary walls of store-yard anti wharf, and the re- 
moval of weeds out of tbe cannl

Oldbridgo Station and Look-house. 

The new breast gates have given great satisfaction, 
but the tail gates must bo overhauled during the com- 
ing summer, or at furthest the year following. The 
house is in good order but requires eaves shoots. 

Oldbridge Guard Lock-gates. 

The gates are pretty fair, a slight repair being only 
necessary to gates at tail of lock. 

Slaleen Station aiul Lock-house. 

The breast gates am in good order, a sluice re- 
quires to be repaired ami adjusted on tail gates. The 
house is in good order. 

Slaleen Guard LocJc-gates. 

One set of these gates will require extensive re- 
pairs during the coming summer, the other set arc 
in good order. 

Broe Station and Lock-house. 

The gates worked well during the year and are 
in pretty fair order, the house is in a fair state, but 
requires kitchen floor tiled, and two new sashes and 
frames are required far rooms upstairs. 



Broe Gimrd Lock-gules. 

The gates are in a fair state of repair. 

Rosnarce Station and Lodt-housc. 

The gates at this double lock were all thoroughly 
overhauled and very extensively repaired during last 
summer, and all the window openings of the honse 
were filled with new sashes and frames, <&c., and the 
chimney partly rebuilt and pointed, and also tbe 
masonry of lock chambers repaired and reset wher- 
ever it was necessary. 

Mill Lock, Slanc. 

Those gates are in a good state of repair. 

Castle Lock, Slanc. 

The breast gates of this lock must be replaced by 
a new pair, the tail gates are perfect, the house re- 
quires painting. 

The canals and river were kept free from weeds 
during the year, and the towing-paths, horse leaps, 
ramparts, fences, ike., were repaired and maintained 
as required. 

All aqueducts were kept clear, and the streams 
above and below them were also attended to, such 
lock-gates as required toning were duly coated and 
painted where necessary, and the lock-houses were 
all lime-washed internally during the summer.

Dunhore Harbour. For the year ending 31st March, 1880. 



Harbour House, Dnnmoro East, 
29th March, 1880. 

Sir, — I n accordance with your instructions I now 
make my annual report on the Fisheries here. 

Within the past year, we have hacl from 15 to 30 
large cutters trawling in the deep off here; during 
the spring and summer of 1879, they did very little, 
but throughout the autumn and winter were more 
successful, particularly as regards round fish, large 
quantities of prime hake, cod and ling having been 
taken by them, while the higher classes of head 
fish, such as turbot, sole, britaud dory, scarcely came 
up to an average. Up to this in the present year, 
these boats are doing well, plenty of fish being on 
the ground, and only requiring fine weather to catch 
them. 

The open-declced trawling boats that fish within 
the head lands of Waterford Harbour never liad a 
worse season than that of 1879 ; in fact the only fish 
to be had in any quantity during the summer was 
whiting, large takes of which with lines, were 
frequently made. The shell fishermen that ply their 
calling off these coasts did very fairly indeed during 
the past season. 

During the latter part of September very con- 



siderable quantities of herrings were to be found 
between here and Dungannon. Several good hauls 
were made ; they remained off this coast for about 
three weeks, when as usual, they took their departure 
from here, taking their way op the North Channel. 

The salmon season of 1879, both in the Waterford 
and Ross Rivers was below an average, while the 
present season opened under very unfavourable 
circumstances, owing to the very wild weather through- 
outthe month of February. Up to this there has been 
little or no improvement, and nothing but complaints 
are heard among the drift net fishermen, os to the 
scarcity of the fisli. The price of salmon has ranged 
between 2s. 6 cL, and Is. lOd. per lb. ; at present it is 
at 2s. 3 d. Salmon in Waterford docs not now bring 
as high a price as it did a few years ago, owing to 
the foreign competition in the London market.

Both in the summer and winter 
seasons fish have been very scarce ; the amount of fish 
sold was about 21,000 mease, at a rate of £1 6s. per 
mease. 

The number of boats employed during tire season 
were as follows, Irish boats, 265 ; Manx do., 230 ; 
Scotch do., 200 ; Cornish do., 203; making a total of 
904; 18,080 tons; 7,232 men; cargo vessels 96; 
6,000 tons ; 575 men.

Counties of Galway, Mayo, and part of Glare. 

Galway, 22nd May, 1880. 

Sir, — I n accordance with a request of the Board, I 
beg to submit the following report in relation to the 
working of the Land Improvement system in my dis- 
trict. 

Since my lost report in April, 1879, 1 have certified 
for works to the amount of £26,404 8s. Sit. Of this 
sum £14,993 13s. 10c?. -was for drainage, planting, 
fencing, and reclamation, and £11,410 14s. 10(7. for 
farm dwellings, offices, and cottages. 

In addition to the above, I have made thirteen pre- 
liminary inspections, the estimates for which amounted 
to £6,510 4s. Fine specimens of thorough drainage 
have been executed by Lord Clonbrock, Mr. Ussker of 
Easfcwell, Mr. M'Dermott of Ramore, Mr. Fallon of 
Netterville, Mr. Bagot of Auglirane, and Mr. Hardy 
of Dartfield, on their estates in the county of Galway. 

In the same county, on his property at Moycullen, 
Mr. James Scott, of Ballina, is carrying out an exten- 
sive amount of bog reclamation, which is well worthy 
of imitation. 

On several of his estates in the county of Mayo, 
Sir Charles Knox Gore, of Belleek Manor, has executed 
in a very superior style a large amount of drainage 
and road-making. 

These works have been of great benefit to the people 
who were sadly in want of employment. 

In the’ same county Lord Oramnore has carried out 
a large quantity of thorough-drainage in the most effi- 
cient manner. 

Substantial farm dwellings have been constructed 
by Mr. Kilkelly, of Mossfort, Mr. Joyce, of Mer- 
view, and Mr. James M‘ Donnell, of Westport. 

The farm buildings erected by Lord Clonbvock at 
Fallas, Mr. Fallon, of Netterville, and Captain Knox of 
Creagh, are about the best which I have examined. 

Excellent cottages have been constructed by Mr. 
Burton Feme, of Moyode, Mr. Ussker, of Eastwell, 
Mr. Redington, of Kilcoman, Mr. Crosbie, of Mount 
Talbot, Mr. Bagot, of Auglirane, and Col. King 
Harman, of Roelrinham. 

These are all nice looking, and well designed. 

The recent favourable conditions on which money 
has been obtained from the Board has given a great 
impulse to the drainage and reclamation of land in 
this district. 

If the same favourable conditions were extended to 
loans for building cottages, a material improvement in 
the condition of the people would follow. 

This improvement is much to he desired as the 
habitations of the people in the west of Ireland are 
generally of a wretched description.

Sir, — In furnishing my annual report upon the 
working of the Land Improvement Acts during the 
year 1879 through the district in which I act as In- 
spector, I am glad to say that the results continue to 
be satisfactory. I feel sure, however, that the advan- 
tages afforded by the Acts would be availed of much 
more generally but for the strained relations existing 
between landlords and tenants, pending the settlement 
of the Land Question. 



Duringtlie year terminating on 31stDecember, 1870, 
I made sixteen preliminary and fiffcy-tlu-ee progress 
inspections, reporting upon fifty-two loans, and certi- 
fying for an expenditure of £9,653 0s. 11c?., of which 
sum £5,331 10s. 10<?. was laid out upon land improve- 
ment works and £4,321 15s. Ic7. upon buildings, 
showing a decrease in the former department of 
£248 8s. 4c/., and an increase in the latter of 
£863 17s. lc?., as against the outlay daring the year 
1878. 

The number of applications for loans reported upon 
by me during hist year exceeded that of the preceding 
by ten, and the number of loans in progress, as being 
carried out, were in excess by ten of the number in 
operation hi 1878. 

With regard to the cost of the works, there has been 
little or no variation in the price of skilled or unskilled 
labour during the past year. 

I am happy to be able to state that in no portion of 
my district have I been able to detect the existence of 
destitution, except in isolated cases which occur every 
year. 

In almost every case the works have been executed 
in a most satisfactory and efficient manner.

During the interval between the dates abovo given, 
I made sixty-six inspections, thirteen of which were 
preliminary, setting forth and specifying for an expen- 
diture of £7,499 on drainage, road -making, and other 
works of land improvement ; and tlio other fifty-three 
were progress inspections to works of various kinds 
in hands, for which I certified to a total expenditure 
of £14,243 18s. 3c?.; being £8,079 18s. on works of 
land improvement, and £6,164 Os. 3d. on building 
works. 

Of the sixty-six inspections, tlio proportions in each 
county were : — Two preliminary and seventeen pro- 
gress in the county Dublin ; two preliminary and 
eight progress in the county Kildare ; four preliminary 
and eleven progress in the county Louth ; two pre- 
liminary and seven progress in the county Wicklow ; 
and three preliminary and ten progress in the eastern 
half of Meath.

Pursuant to the Board’s instructions to furnish a 
report on the working of the land Improvement Acts 
in my district, comprising the above-named counties, 
during the twelve months ending on this date, I beg 
leave to submit the following statement. 
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During tlie past year I made eighty-two inspections, 
"being fifteen in excess of the number made in the pre- 
vious year in this district. Twenty-seven of these 
inspections were preliminary, setting forth a proposed 
expenditure of £14,330 on drainage, planting, clearing 
land, and road-making ; and fifty-five of these inspec- 
tions were made to works in progress, on which I 
certified for an expenditure of £14,493 18* 2d. 

Of the fifty-five progress inspections, thirty-seven 
were made to buildings, and eighteen to works of land 
improvement. The proportions of the above certified 
expenditure being £11,348 1 1«. Ad. on buildings, and 
£3,144 16e. 10</. on works of land improvement. 

Of the eighty-two inspections made, the proportions 
in each of the above-named counties were : — Seven in 
Cavan, eleven in Fermanagh, two in Leitrim, two in 
Monaghan, sixteen in Sligo, twenty-five in "Westmeath, 
and nineteen in the western half of Meath. 

By the foregoing statement, it will he seen that the 
business of the Land Improvement Department is on

Since the date of my last yearly report I have made 
eighty-three inspections, fourteen of which have been 
preliminary, the remainder progress inspections, which 
will show a decided increase on the former year. 

Having been engaged for two months on a special 
service in the county Mayo, under the Board, a 
number of inspections accumidatcd here during my 
absence, which would have added about twenty-eight 
more to the annual return. These are now in progress 
of being worked up. 

I have no other remarks to make with regard to the 
district committed to my charge, except to state, that 
all the works I have inspected are giving satisfaction 
to the proprietors, aud are being (I may say), in every 
instance, well earned out. 

Labour is much more easily obtained, since last I 
had the honour of reporting, and the probability is 
that more drainage loans will ho sought for in this 
year than heretofore.

Sir, — In reply to your letter of the 3rd inst., re- 
questing mo to send in my annual report, on the 
working of the Land Improvement Acts in my district. 
I beg to state that from the date of my last report 
up to 1st January last, I made examinations of works 
proposed under eight new loans the most extensive of 
which are on the properties of Sir George K. Fcthcrston, 
Bart., Mrs. Archdale and Anthony Lefroy, esq. The 
works on the two latter are at present in active 
progress, but I understand that on the former though 
something had been done at first they have now been 
abandoned. I also made several progress inspections 
both for building aud drainage, «Lc., aud in every case 
found the works well executed, and giving satisfaction 
to tlie borrowers. 

Since the 1st January, a number of loans have been 
applied for in this county under the notice of 22nd 
November, 1879, and I was directed to prepare plans, 
and report for twelve of them under all of which 
except one the works have been commenced, and in. 
some instances ore either nearly completed or are in a 
satisfactory state of progress. 

I cannot, however, give any opinion respecting the 
working of the Act in the other cases as I believe 
many of them have been referred to other Inspectors 
or the money given without inspection. 

Several proprietors have complained to me of the 
delay which has taken place in obtaining plans, ifcc., 
and also progress inspections, asking me to visit the 
lands, but I have been obliged to say that I cannot 
do anything without the order of tlie Board. 

There is a large and poor population in the north 
and west of the county of Longford, but for the last 
four or five months I do not think that there has 
been a labourer able and w illin g to work unemployed.

Pdverston, Ncnagli, 15th May, 1880. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit this, my annual 
report on the working of the Land Improvement Act 
in the district in which I have been for so many years 
intrusted to inspect and report to the Commissioners 
of Public Works, and to state that during the past 
year (to 31st December), I have made inspections in 
forty -one cases, of which eleven were connected with 
tlie building of “ farm residences and labourers’ cot- 
tages,” twelve for “ farm buildings,” eleven for “main 
and thorough drainage," and two for planting. 

Some of the loans for labourers’ cottages were to a 
very considerable amount, Mi 1 . Smith Bany’s loan 
having been £2,500. The loans for farm buildings 
Lave also been large, Mr. S. Moore having had £2,000. 
The loans for main and thorough drainage, though less 
numerous than formerly have still been to a consider- 
able amount. 

The applications for loans for planting have been 
only two ; one in Waterford for £500, the other in 
Clare for £400 ; both of which, will I e.yjiect, be of 
much advantage to the owners. 

The several cottages built on tlio “Smith Barry estate,” 
at Tipperary for labourers, as well as some of a better 
class for artisans, have been very well planned and 
also well executed ; they are chiefly in and near the 
town of Tipperary, and present a great contrast to the 
class of mud wall cabins near them ; those new 
cottages affording good and comfortable accommo- 
dation for tlie class for whom they are intended, are 
eagerly sought after, and set as soon as built, at rents 
which will repay more than the interest of the money 
expended on them. 

I have not anywhere seen hotter or more conven- 
iently arranged cottages than those erected under the 
direction of Mr. Townsoud, tlie agent of the estate. _ 
A large sum has also been very well laid out in 
erecting a range of “farm offices " and stabling at 
Borne, near Clonmel, for Mr. S. Mnore. They have 
been well planned and the works well executed. 
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Tlie very wet season prevented drainage works being 
carried out to the same extent as in other years, how- 
ever, a good deal has been done, and with satisfactory 
results. I bave no doubt, however, that in the next 
summer a good deal of works of this kind will bo 
undertaken, and I apprehend that higher prices must he 
allowed, owing to the difficulty there will be in ob- 
taining labourers. On the whole, though tlie year 
1879 has been a trying one to all classes, I do not 
think there has been any felling off in the various 
classes of works connected with tlie Land Improvement 
Acts in this district, and I have had to express my 
approval of the way in which the several works Lave 
been executed.

I have made inspections in 142 cases, 100 of which 
were preliminary inspections on new loans, a good 
many of which were for laige amounts. The rest were 
ordinary progress inspections for land improvement 
and buildings, the works, with few exceptions, being 
done in a most satisfactory manner. Tlie advantages 
obtained under the late order have been availed of to 
an enormous exteut, and have given a vast amount of 
employment, and there can be no question as to the 
improvement which it will bo to the country.

Referring to the instructions of tlie Board, dated 
the 3rd May, 1880, that I should furnish a report on 
the working of the Land Improvement Acts within 
my district during the last yew, I beg leave to state 
that a great amount of work has been carried out, and 
that almost in every case I have been able to report 
favourably when making the progress inspections. 

The farm houses and buildings for which loans were 
applied were of the usual class, but more numerous 
than formerly. Very large sums have been expended 
during the year in the erection of labourers' cottages 
by the Duke of Leinster, Mr. Cosby, and others. 

Extensive works of open main drainage, thorough 
drainage, fencing, and reclamation are in progress in 
almost every part of my district, which must to a 
great extent account for the fact that very few portions 
of it have been scheduled as distressed districts. The 
Duke of Leinster has had extensive works in progress 
in several parts of tho county Kildare; Viscount 
Monck in Kilkenny and Wexford counties; the 
Right Hon. Henry Bruen in Carlow ; Mr. Budd in 
Waterford, and very many others. 



I believe that if tlie favourable conditions granted 
to proprietors were extended to my district generally 
there would be an immense amount of work under- 
taken, which would benefit the labourers, small 
farmers, and other classes, besides improving the land 
and increasing its productiveness. 

I made ninety-five inspections during the past year, 
and have every reason to believe that all parties 
interested are satisfied with tho working of the Acts, 
and only wish to have the full benefit of tlie easiest 
terms obtainable.

Sir, — Pursuant to instructions, I have to report on 
the working of the Land Improvement Acts in the 
county of Kerry, during the yew 1879. 

There has been a further falling off in tlie gross 
amount of credits for work done, as compared with 
1878, on the decline since 1876. By my report of 
the 10th February last, the expenditure was £12,340 
for 1878, and I find the tot for 1879 only £11,037, 
showing a reduction of £1,303. Building being 
£6,554, and land works, including planting, £4,483. 
This is not as much decline as might have been ex- 
pected from the present depression of trade and prices, 
and the agitation of the “ land question." 

The very favourable terms offered to borrowers by 
the notice of the 22nd November last, has quite the 
prospect for the next year. As yet there is no source 
of information as to what credits have been given in 
progress inspections on the new loans since that data 
up to 1st January last, when there had been a large out- 
lay made on them, in advance of sanction. 

The call on tlie land-owners in Kerry to take those 
loans for the sake of employing destitute labourers at 
reproductive works lias been very well responded to, 
and it has had the best result that could have been 
expected. On tho Marquis of Lansdowne’s estates, 
where the distress was foreseen early last year, the ex- 
periment of offoring relief to the tenants in contract for 
draining their own lands at sanctioned prices lias been 
most successful, and tlie example lias been followed 
by several other large proprietors in tho south of the 
county. 

A vast number of small improvements will be made, 
and witnessed by a large number of people, thoroughly 
convinced of the value of the improvements; and 
tenants now holding back will press the owners for 
further loans even at the rente Large of 6^ per cent., 
rather than invest on the security of the Land Act of 
1870. 

I believe that there has been enough of work done 
since 22nd November last, to leave it nearly certain 
that 40 per cent, of the loans will be spent before 31st 
July next. 

Several applications have been made for re-draining 
land, where the first drainage under former loans has 
become choked, from the French drain or “ lean to" 
sewer having been the plan adopted, I find it difficult to 
got the triangular -shaped ope made for the reverse of the 
wide bottomed French drain to the V shape flagged 
over, which will have scouring power enough to keep 
itself clear.

Innishcaltra or Holy Island. 

In my Report of 1879, 1 referred to the works here 
as having been commenced; they have now been 
brought to a close. 

The most important and interesting of this group 
of buildings is St. Camin’s Church, originally built in 
the seventh century, enlarged and beautified by Brian 
Borumha, a.d. 1027. The nave measuring 31 feet in 
length by 20 feet in width, chancel 15 feet by 12 feet 
6 inches. 

The chancel arch was in such a state that it had 
partly to be rebuilt, all stones disturbed being carefully 
replaced in their positions ; the western doorway had 
fallen, and the chancel walls had nearly disappeared. 
The interior was a mass of rubbish, which being re- 
moved and carefully examined, gave uearly all the arch 
stones of the west ern entrance ; these have been p it in 
their places ; the stones of the altar were also f nind 
and re-erected, as well as portions of the chancel walls 
and windows of same. 

The remains of several crosses and inscribed stones 
have been discovered. The walls where ruinous have 
been repaired, and the tops grouted with cement con- 
crete. 

Surrounding St. Camin’s Church is the ancient en- 
closing wall or cashel, built of squared masonry, the 
entrance with circular arched head, all the stones of 
which have been found and re-set in their places.

Towards the north-east of the church has been dis- 
covered a most interesting relic of antiquity, viz., the 
burial place of the monks, more than seventy 
inscribed and sculptured stones, most of which are in 
situ, mark the graves (see illustration Nos. 1 and 2); 
one of the most remarkable is that marked E, with 
the following inscription : — 

“Cosgruch, The Leinstcrman. - ’ 

Cosgracli was a recluse, who lived in Iniscultra, and 
died a.d. 896. The impression of two feet caned on 
the stone is very curious. Nearly all the inscriptions 
are ou the head of the stones with top of letters to the 
foot, several of the slabs ore grouped together in small 
enclosures. 

Dlustration No. 3, shows what is called the confes- 
sional, I think there can be no doubt that this was a 
tomb with small oratory at eastern end, somewhat like 
that at St. Cronan’s Church, Carron. Many of the 
jamb stones of the doorway were found and re-set, and 
other works have been done towards its preservation. 

To the north of the confessional is another building 
of little interest. The round tower has been pointed. 

To the south-west of the tower is St. Michael’s 
Church, a small building surrounded with a cashel of 
the same early date as that of St. Camin’s. The in- 
terior was filled with rubbish which on being examined 
was found to contain the whole of the beautifully 
carved stones of the western entrance, these have been 
re-set in their places (see illustration, No. 4). 

St. Mary's. 

This is the largest church on the Island, but has 
little architectural detail. Against the interior of the 
south wall are the remains of a fine monument to Sir 
Robert O’Brien and his wife, daughter of Walter Earl 
of Ormonde, 1625. 

Dysert O’Dea , Barmy of Inchiquin, Co. Clare, 
Named from Bishop Tola, who founded the church 
here in the eighth century. Tola died a.d. 783. 

There are many things worthy of note in this church, 
more particularly the southern doorway and window 
in western gable, of which illustrations No. 8 are 
given. I have little doubt that poi-tions of the church 
are of the date of St. Tola, that his church was des- 
troyed and re-built partly with the old materials some 
time in the twelfth century. I form my opinion from 
the fact that the Romanesque work is not all of the 
same date, that the western window has been built 
entirely of stones taken from elsewhere, and that the 
row of curious heads round southern doorway appears 
to be an after thought 

The church is of the following dimensions, nave 50 
feet by 24 feet, chancel 25 feet by 20 feet. 

The church has undergone the usual remodelling in 
the thirteenth and sixteenth centuries. 

The round tower at N. W. angle of the church had 
gutters and parapets put on it in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

The buildings required considerable repair, all of 
which has been done, the interior has been levelled 
and ivy and large trees and roots removed. 

Inchicronan, Co. Clare. 

Donald O’Brien, king of Limerick, founded this 
abbey for regular canons about the year 1190 ; it was 
granted to Henry Earl of Thomond, 1661 (see illus- 
tration, No. 9, which shows a curious and rather 
hazardous piece of construction, the arches dividing 
the S. transept from the nave rest on a pier 8 inches 
by 14 inches of carefully cut limestone.)

The dates of the building are twelfth and sixteenth 
centuries. The small window shown in illustration is 
peculiar. 

The usual repairs to maintain this structure have 
been made. Many pieces of st ained gloss were found 
amongst the rubbish. 



Mona Tncha. 



This interesting ruin is situated about three miles 
from Roscrea, originally on an island in the great bog 
of Monola. It is mentioned by Geraldus Cambrensis, 
preceptor to John Earl of Morton, 1 1 85. Even in his 
day the belief was that no one could die on the island. 
Hence its name “Insula Yiveutium." It was the 
resort of numbers of pilgrims to worship at the altar 
of St. Columba; however, it appeals not to have 
retained its character for salubrity, as its inhabitants 
left it and fixed their residence in Corbally. 

Anno Elizabeth 28°, the abbey and lands were 
granted to Sir Lucas Dillon. 

Tho church consists of nave 44 feet by 18 feet; 
to the north axe domestic buildings. The remarkable 
features of this church are tho western doorway and 
chancel arch, details of the carving of the former are 
given in illustration No. 10 ; nothing can exceed then- 
beauty and delicacy. The main portions of the build- 
ings are Romanesque with windows of eariy English 
character introduced in the thirteenth century, the 
detail of these indicate the rudeness and want of 
appreciation of the finer points of the thirteenth 
century Gothic, frequently manifested in Irish work 
of that period ; the Romanesque work os before stated 
is exquisite and is coeval with the great arch at Tuam. 

This ruin has been thoroughly repaired. 



-Roscrea Church, Tower, and Cross. 

The Church, of St. Croncm. 

The remains here consist of the western facade of a 
very early church. 

St. Cronan, son of Odran, erected a church on this 
site in the seventh century — the present structure I 
attribute to tho eleventh. Over the control doorway, 
in bas-relief, is the effigy of the founder. The character 
of the architecture is Romanesque of a very early type. 
At either side of the doorway is a blank arcade with 
pointed canopies ; on the gable-wall arc carved four 
circular lunettes, placed in a cruciform position. 

To the north-west stands the round tower ; on the 
right-hand jamb of the doorway is cawed a ship. 

The ancient cross, to the south of the church, has 
been repaired and re-erected. 

The tower, church, and cross are now secure from 
further decay. 

Clonmacnoise, Barony of Garry Castle, King's Co. 

Original founder, St, Kieran, a.d. 548. 

The reins here are as follows : — 

Tempul High, built by O'Melaghlin, King of Meath. 
Dimensions, forty feet by seventeen feet six inches. 

Tempul Comr, built by O’Connor Dun— forty-two 
feet by twenty-six feet. 

Tempul Finian, built by M'Carty, More of Munster. 

Tempul Doulin, twenty-eight feet by fourteen feet 

Tempul Dermal, or the Cathedral. 

Tempul Keiran. Tha nun's church, built by Dervor- 
gilla, daughter of Murrogh O’Melaghlin, King of 
Meath, a.d. 1170. 

O’ Hour Ice’s Tmoer. 

Two crosses, one thirteen feet high, four feet nine 
inches across ; the other twelve feet high, three feet 
hine inches across. 

These buildings have had care bestowed on them by 
the Irish Church Archeological Society, nevertheless 
much had to be done to preserve them. As usual the 
excavation of the debris which had accumulated has 



been fruitful of many portions of tho several buildings, 
which have been replaced in their original positions. 

The round tower lias been pointed, and fie cone of 
small tower at St. Finian's Church taken down and 
re- set. 

Numbers of inscribed stones have lieen discovered 
and carefully laid aside. 

The beautiful doorway of Doan Odo and the curious 
remains of arches at the eastern end of the cathedral 
are well worthy of note. 

Rahin, near Tullamore, King’s Co. 

Originally founded by St. Carthach, first Bishop of 
Lismore, in the sixth century. He died, G37, and was 
buried nt Lismore. Tho present churches were pro- 
bably built two centuries later. The western doorway 
of the church, which is a national monument, is very 
early Romanesque work. The eastern circular window 
of the second church is well illustrated iu Petrie's Book, 
and is a beautiful example of work of the same date 
and character as Mona India. The usual repairs have 
been effected. 

Fertagh Round Toioer. 

This structure has been thoroughly repaired. 
Kilfcnora, Co. Clare, 

Derived from Cill, meaning church, and Fionnabpracli, 
signifying fertile place. Original founder, Fachtana 
of Ross. The first bishop lived a.d. 1234. 

Sundry repairs have to be done to eastern gable, 
winch has a fine tripled window. 

St. Cronan’s, Can-on. 

Church of very early date. Hero is the grave or 
bone bouse referred to in. Notes on Inniscaltra as a 
structure somewhat similar. 

The requisite repairs have been made. 

Ruan. 

There is bore little worthy of note. Repairs are 
completed. 

New Town, Trim. 

Repairs are completed. 

Dromeshin Tower, Cross. 

Repairs completed. 

Tory Island. 

Name probably derived from Torach or Towcrry 
Torach a Insula. 

The reins consist of round tower, two crosses, and 
remains of two churehes ; all are in such a state of 
decay that it is almost useless doing anything except 
to repair the tower, which 1ms been nmcli injured 
during the last winter. The masonry is of the rudest 
type, and the tower was never more than forty feet high. 
The doorway of the tower, which is carefully drawn in 
Petrie's Book, is of rede construction. Examination 
of the interior leads one to suppose tliqt there was a 
vaulted chamber iu it about fifteen feet over the level 
of the doovway. The walls slope in, and over the 
level of where the vaulting and corbelling ceased the 
tower is of greater internal diameter. Near it, in the 
vicinity of where one of the churehes stood, ore many 
inscribed stones and rude crosses, such ns are found at 
Glenclalough. 

The sea has entirely washed away one church, the 
foundations alone remaining; tho other church is pretty 
much in the same condition. 

The churches are not worthy of any repair. Grosses 
and inscribed stones should bo collected. 

There is a curious example of the Tan cross near the 
remains of one of the churches. 

Irmishmurraip 

Patron saint, Saint Molaise. Class of monuments — 
Oratories, Cashel, Well, cells, itc. 

This island appears to have been almost wholly 
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devoted to religious purposes. The principal mins are 
situated within n cash el, or surrounding wall, inclosing 
a circular area of about 200 feet in diameter. There 
are two main entrances, one six feet high and four feet 
wide, the second of peculiar construction. 

The cashel is of an average height of thirteen feet, 
and is eight feet wide at the top ; to the left of en- 
trance is a most peculiar bee hive cell, of two storys 
high, formed partly in the thickness of the wall, the 
entrance being but two feet square ; moving again to 
the left, there are indications of another cell which 
had its entrance from the interior of the inclosure, hut 
the cell itself is outside — leftwar ds, again, is the curious 
entrance referred to above ; passing in the same 
direction, on the outside of cashel, is an indication of 
another entrance ; then comes an oblong cell, five feet 
by seven feet, with entrance two feet square, all within 
the thickness of the wall ; at either side of this cell 
are steps which formed approaches to the top of the 
wall, as at Staiguc Fort. This oblong cell appeal’s to 
be connected with a number of others within the area, 
in fact, the ground to the westward seems to have 
been burrowed in all directions, so as to form cells. 
Within the circuit of the cashel are three rectangular 
oratories : — 

1. Tempul am Tinnu. 

2. Tempul Molaise. 

3. Mainster. 

1st. Church of the sick. 

2nd. That of St. Molaise. 

3rd. The school. 

Tempul Molaise is very perfect, with a stone roof, 
and in it is the curious effigy of the Baint, carved in 
wood. I consider this to bo tlio lid of a timber coffin 
— the character of the carving will probably date to the 
fourteenth century. Close to the sea is another church, 
Tempul Muire or Mary’s Church, probably fourteenth 
century ; here the women are buried, and the men 
within the cashel. Round the island are seven stations 
held in great reverence by the inhabitants, who, as 
penance, make circuits of the island, returning from 
each station to the cashel, where are a number of 
round stones ; ns each station is come to they return 
to these stones and turn one for every station. Sir S. 
Ferguson, in one of his poems, refers to these “ cursing 
stones.” 

There are many curious crosses aud inscribed slabs. 
Outside the cashel is a domed well, with steps leading 
to it. 

The oratories all require more or less care. Many 
parts of the walls will have to be repaired, especially 
Mainster, which, if not attended to, may fall at any 
time. 

The works on this island will be commenced at 
"once. 



Clare Island. 

This was the stronghold of Granu Weal, or Grace 
O’Malley. Her history is curious aud interesting. 
She and her father were freebooters ; at one time her 
depredations were so great that a price was set on her 
head, and her castle attacked, but without success; 
finally slie was pardoned and invited to London by 
Elizabeth, who treated her with marked respect She 
(Grace) founded the Abbey on Clare Island, where 
she was buried. 

The Abbey is an interesting building of the 16th 
centnry. 

The eastern end is a tower. The lower story 
vaulted for the chancel; to the north of the chancel is 
the sacristy, which had originally a second story, like 
the Tower, but not so high ; the approach to this is by 
a staircase in the thickness of the wall. The upper 
story of tower is approached by another staircase in' 
south wall. On the north is the remains of a fine 
altar tomb, and the monument of Grace O’Malley and 
family, with arms and motto — “ Mare Terrisque 
Potens.” 

The quoins of the building are much shattered, and 



in many places they must be replaced. The western Amehdix D. 

end is in a dangerous condition, the parapets are „ 

dilapidated. of 



Arran Islands. 

The ruins on these Islands consist of four classes 

Forts, cells, oratories and churches.

The first, according to our ancient annalists, dating 
from before the Christian era, built by the Firbolgs 
or Belgce, were originally a colony from Scythia, or 
according to others, that part; of Gaul called by the 
Romans Gallia Belgica. 

This race was conquered by the Tuatli de Danan, 
who became masters of Ireland. The Danaus were 
originally Scythians, who had settled in Greece, and 
afterwards migrated to Scandinavia. The Danans 
ruled in Ireland about 200 years. The Tuath de 
Danan race gave Ireland the name of Inis fail— Island 
of Destiny — from a stone they brought there called 
Lia Fail, sitting on which the kings were crowned; 
this stone in the 6th century wns sent to Scotland for 
the coronation of Fergus, who was descended from the 
Danan kings of Ireland ; it was kept at Scone and 
taken from thence by Edward I. and placed under the 
coronation chair at Westminister, where it is now. 

Dim Aengus, or Fortress of Aengus, the most remark- 
able of the Arran fortresses, was erected by Aengus 
and Oouchobnr, two Firbolg kings, about ono century 
before the Christian era. This wonderful fortress is 
of horse-shoe form, stupendous cliffs uniting the two 
ends ; it consists of two distinct lines of fortification 
about 200 feet apart, the keep or inner line being 
entered by a square aperture which now, owing to the 
debris of crumbling walls, is not more than 3 feet 
high by 5 wide. The inner wall is about 20 feet high 
and 1 0 in thickness. The outer wall is much more 
broken down, and the entrance appears to have been 
more like a gap than a regular doorway. 

The ground for about 50 feet surrounding the outer 
Hue of defence is formed into a stockade of sharp, up- 
right stones, which it would ho next to impossible for 
an invading force to break through. 

From this fort, the day we visited it, nothing could 
be finer than the view, at our feet the cliffs of Arran, 
hollowed and undermined by the constant Atlantic 
wave. The arid stoney surface of the island, without 
sign of vegetation, in the distance the cliffs of Mohar 
Loophead, Brandon Mountain, and the great Blasquet, 
the two latter being 65 miles distant 

I carefully examined the fort, and although many 
stones may be put into the walls to prevent further 
ruin, little more can be done towards its preservation, 
the main thing to prevent is the constant hunting for 
rabbits, which abound amongst the stones; the natives 
spend their time in catching them, and to do so more 
effectually, pull down large portions of the walls. 
Few countries contain more wonderful memorials of 
the past than are to he found at Arran, especially at 
these forts. To describe one is to describe nil, nnd the 
same steps must be taken with each such as I now 
recommend. 

1st. The insertion of stones in the face of the walls 
where the gaps are largest. 

2nd. Building up dry buttresses against parts that 
overhang, aud above all things to prevent as far as 
possible the hunting for rabbits. 

The next class of monuments are Oratories, of these 
the most important and interesting arc those at Kil- 
murvy and Killeony. At the former Tempuls Mac- 
duach more is most interesting, the main portions of 
the walls are built of largo stones, some that I 
measured were 10 feet long by 4 feet high. The 
building consists of nave and chancel. The church 
has a parapet of a later date. The windows and 
chancel arch, I should imagine, were 12th century, 
and the nave much earlier, corresponding with the 
oldest works at Glendalongb. Owing to the massive 
character of tko masonry, this building has suffered 
little from decay ; a few stones should be inserted into 
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Apprndix D. the masonry of the western walls, but beyond this 
EeDorTof nothing need be done. 

Mr. T. W. Tempul Beg Mac Dnach, near to this, is in a very

St. Brecon’s Church, and Buildings connected therewith, 
commonly called the Seven Churches, near Onaght, 
Aran hi or. 

This is the most important group of buildings in 
the island, situate in a sheltered glen with a r unnin g 
stream near them — the site selected evidently for the 
double purpose of shelter and water, the latter a rare 
commodity in the Island. Tempul Brecan and Tem- 
pul Phoill are, as far as I can see, the only structures 
worthy of being called churches, the other remains 
are evidently conventual buildings. Tempul Brecan 
is about 32 feet long by 18 feet wide. The chancel 
20 feet 6 inches by 18 feet. The nave walls are of 
most ancient date, built of large stones. The chancel 
arch is constructed of stones quite a contrast to the 
massive masonry of the nave walls, the courses being 
not more than 5 inches high, the vousoirs being about 
the same width. One window at the north side 
appears to be the same date as the nave walls. The 
east window is of much later date. At the western 
end of church a portion has been cut off to form a cell, 
same as on Church Island, Lough Gill. 

Near to the largest church are the remains of a fine 
cross with interlaced ornament described by Petrie. 

Much repair is requisite to these buildings ; gaps in 
quoins must he made good, tops of walls concreted, 
the surrounding grounds excavated. 



Kill Enda Church, near the village of Killeany, Aran 
hlor. 

This chinch is amongst others illustrated in Lord 
Dunraven’s work. Tlie dimensions are 19 feet 6 
inches by 9 feet 8 inches. The stones are of the usual 
large size, some as long as 10 feet. Part of the church 
is 1 4th century. 

The original church was founded in the Gth century 
by St. Enda, who died 640. 

The general condition of the building is good, and 
requires but little, if any, repair.] 



Tempul an Cheathruir Aluinn. — The Church of the 
Four Beautiful Sisters. 

The walls are nearly level with the grounds, and 
nothing of interest remains. Close to the church is 
a well. 

Monaster. 

This church is in fair condition, and requires but 
little repair. 

Tempul Benain. 

This is another oratory, very perfect, and built of 
the same sort of colossal stones, and requires hut little 
repair, except at one angle. 

Church Island, Valentia, 

Contains two structures and indications of another 
building which lias the appearance of an oblong cell, 
it is covered over with earth. 

The other remains consist of rectangular and circular 
cell, both of which are built without mortar, the latter 
has nearly all fallen in, hut there is sufficient to show 
it was bee-hived shape, roofed with stones corbelling in. 
It appears that the doorway was on the north side. 
The internal diameter is 14 feet, and the walls are 4 
feet thick. 

The other cell, the west end of which has fallen into 
the sea, is 11 feet 6 indies wide internally ; the walls 
on east side corbels inwards, and formed the roof. 
The doorway, which is 12 inches wide at top and 16 
inches wide at bottom, and 1 foot 10 inches high, is on 
the south side ; the wall at doorway is 4 feet thick. 

Lough Currane Church, on Church Island, 
Consists of nave and chancel. The western doorway 
is of good Romanesque detail, and is in a veiy sad 
condition j tlie jambs should he rebuilt, and tlie arch 
stones re-set. The interior ought to be excavated. Tlie 
quoins at east end are much broken away, and if this 
monument is to he preserved immediate stops should 
be taken with reference to it. 

St. Finan was the founder about tho middle of the 
Gth century. 

The wholo island shows indications of other build- 
ings, the foundations of which remain. At tho farther 
end from the church is a vory largo l>oc-hivo structure 
in tolerable repair. 

Notes on the other buildings arc reserved for a 
future report.

and advantages in obtaining Loans under the Land 
Improvement Acts, with a view to early application for 
the same, so as to afford immediate employment for 
the labouring classes, within reach of their homes, 
viz. : — 

1. ' The proceedings, including plans, <fec., which the 
owner applying for a Loan has now to undertake at 
his own expense, under sec. 11 of the Act 10 and 11 
Vic., cap. 32, will, so far, be jrat on the same footing 
as those which the Board of Public Works are 
authorized to undertake under sec. 13, that the Board 
will provide Surveyors, &c., where they are requested 
to do so, and will defray the expense out of the Vote 
of Credit on account of Loans for Public Works, 
Ireland. 

All moneys so advanced will be added to the 
principal of the Loan, subject to the paragraph next 
hereinafter following. 

2. The postponement of the first instalment of re- 
payment of the loan for two years from the date of the 
advance, the interest accruing during that period 
being made an addition to the principal. 

3. The extension of the period of repayment from 
22 to 24' years reckoned from the date of the advance, 
in cases now limited to that period, and to 37 years in 
those other cases in which 35 years is allowed. 

4. These advantages, it is to be clearly understood, 
will not l>c extended to any loans applied for after the 
31st January, 1880, nor to any loans of which at least 
two instalments have not been issued before 30th 
June, 1880. Nor will they apply to loans sought for 
in respect of buildings, but only to loans for drainage, 



planting, and other works calculated to afford general 
employment to unskilled labour, which can be imme- 
diately set on foot in Unions in which a want of 
employment shall be declared to prevail, and carried 
out with the energy which the urgency of the circum- 
stances demand, and to which the advantages offered 
are solely due. 

5. The Unions in question, as at present determined 
by the Irish Government, will be found named in the 
schedule attached to this notice, it being understood 
that other Unions may be added hereafter should the 
necessity arise. 

C. Notice is further given that where loans may be 
sought for by Boards of Guardians or other public 
authorities, in Unions to be so designated as aforesaid, 
or which are near enough to employ the poor in Unions 
so designated, for sanitary or other works of improve- 
ment, duly provided for by Act of Parliament, through 
the Local Government Board, they will, on that 
Board’s recommendation — though not provided for in 
the current year’s loans vote — receive immediate atten- 
tion. 

7. On the like recommendation also the payment of 
the first instalment in repayment of loans granted in 
respect of works within the designated Unions, may 
be postponed for a period not exceeding two years 
from the date of the advance — the interest accruing in 
the intervening period being added to the principal 
sum to be repaid. 

The Local Government Board is authorized to deal 
with the cost of preliminary proceedings in the same 
manner mutatis mutandis as is described in paragraph 
1 of this notice. 

8. So far as the advantages offered by this notice 
require legislative sanction, it is the intention of Her 
Majesty’s Government to apply for it as soon as Par- 
liament re-assembles.

Presentment Sessions, issued by the authority of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant. 



Constitution of Extraordinary Presentment Sessions. 

1. The Extraordinary Presentment Sessions sum- 
moned by the authority of His Grace the Lord Lieu- 
tenant shall consist of the Justices and Associated 
Cesspayers entitled to attend at the Ordinary Present- 
ment Sessions for the barony during the current 
half-year, and shall be held in the same places in which 
the last Ordinary Presentment Sessions were held, and 
shall be constituted in the same way, and shall, as far 
as possible, conduct their proceedings in all respects 
in like manner as if they were Ordinary Presentment 
Sessions acting in execution of the Grand Jury Acts. 
The County Surveyor and the Secretary of the Grand 
Jury shall, in reference to such Extraordinary Pre- 
sentment Sessions, comply, aB far os possible, with the 
enactments of the Grand Jury Acts relative to their 
respective duties. 

List of Works which they may Present. 

2. Applications for works of the following character, 
which it is reasonable to expect may be completed 
within a period of six months, or thereabouts, from 
date of commencement of work, and none others, save 
as hereinafter excepted, may be made to the Extra- 
ordinary Presentment Sessions. That is to say : the 
repairing of any road or footpath ; the lowering a

3. Applications for such works may be made either 
by the County Surveyor, or by any Board of Guardians, 
or by any two cesspayers in the barony ; and shall, as 
far ns possible, comply with the previsions of the 
Grand J ury Acts : Provided, that a lodgment of the 
application by a Board of Guardians or by two cess- 
payer's, with the Secretary of the Grand Jury and 
County Survoyor, seven days before the meeting of the 
Presentment Sessions, shall be sufficient. Notice in 
writing of every intended application, other than 
applications by the County Surveyor, shall, as far as 
possible, bo posted at the police barracks, and at the

4. The Extraordinary Presentment Sessions may, in 
addition to the works specified in paragraph 2, entertain 
any application for the making of a new road or the 
widening of an old road, to a breadth not exceeding 
forty feet, or the completion of any read left uncom- 
pleted and not duly presented for, provided it is 
reasonable to expect such works may be completed 
within a period of six months, or thereabouts, from 
commencement of work, if such application is accom-

5. When the Presentment Sessions have approved 
of any application, they may, if they think fit, forth- 
with resolve that the work shall be carried out by the 
County Surveyor. Or they may cause the necessary 
plans and specifications and forms of tender to be 
prepared, and take the other steps which may be neces- 
sary to have the work executed by contract. In that 
case, they shall adjourn to some convenient day which 
they shall appoint, and at such adjourned meeting 
shall receive tenders, and may accept any tendor 
which they think fit, or, if no tender, or no tender 
which they think proper to accept, has been made, 
may then give the work in charge to the County 
Surveyor. 



Terms of Government Loans. 

6. As soon as any application for any work has 
een approved, the Secretary of the Grand Jury shall, 
jrthwitb, forward to the Commissioners of Public 
Vorks a statement of the particulars of the proposed 
rork, as near as may be in the form annexed to these 
astiuctions. The Commissioners of Public Works 
hall forthwith, having made such inquiry as may ap- 
ear to them to bo necessary, notifv to the Secretary 
f the Grand Jury whether they approve or disapprove 
f the proposed work. If they disapprove whollyof 
he proposed work, all agreements m relation toereto 
hall be void, and no further steps shall be taken to 
orry out the Presentment If they disapprove partly 
f the proposed works, only such portions as shall not 
e disapproved may be executed, and if the Present- 
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Appendix E. meat Session think fit to proceed with such portions 
0 ~T~ of the work, not disapproved as aforesaid, all agree- 

tor'reliefof ments in relation thereto shall bo altered accordingly, 

distress. and the work may be then proceeded with as an ap- 

proved work. If they approve of the work they will 
be authorized by the Lord Lieutenant to advance the 
amount which the work is estimated to cost, and to 
lodge the same to the credit of the barony, by such 
instalments as they think proper. They will also be 
authorized to advance the amount that may be pre- 
sented, whether after traverse or otherwise, to owners 
and occupiers, under the provisions of Article 4 of these 
instructions, and also all incidental expenses properly 
presented by the extraordinary Presentment Sessions, 
such as advertising, printing, or clerical work. It is 
intended that the amount so advanced shall he a charge 
upon the barony, and shall be repaid in fifteen yearn, 
with interest thereon, at the rate of one per cent, per 
annum, and shall, when due, be collected in each half- 
year by the Barony Constable. The payment of the 
first instalment will be postponed for two years, and 
no interest charged during that time. Receipts will 
be given by the Barony Constable, showing the amount 
paid in each half-year by each cesspayer, and where the 
cesspayer is liable to pay a rent in respect of any pre- 
mises charged with any such amount, he shall be en- 
titled to make such deduction from his rent as if the 
sum was paid on account of Poor Rate. Any unex- 
pended balances of the funds so provided by order of 
the Lord Lieutenant, which may be in the hand of the 
Treasurer or Bank, after payment of such sums as may 
be properly chargeable thereon, shall be repaid to the 
Commissioners of Public Works, and the Barony shall 
be relieved from the charge to the extent of the balances 
so repaid. 

Disbursement of Funds. 

7. When any work is given in charge to the County 
Surveyor, payments to the persons employed in the 
work shall be mode from time to time by the Standing 
Committee of the Extraordinary Presentment Sessions 
appointed in the manner hereinafter provided, in such 
manner as the standing Committee shall direct 

When any work has been undertaken by a Contrac- 
tor, the Standing Committee shall pay, from time to 
time, duringtlie execution of the work, on the applica- 
tion of the Contractor, such instalments of the amount 
presented by the Extraordinary Presentment Sessions 
as the County Surveyor may certify him to be properly 
entitled to. Every Contractor, at the time of entering 
into his Contract, shall sign an undertaking in writing, 
that he will employ in the work persons resident in the 
district in priority to persons from other parts of the 
country, so far as is reasonably possible for him to do. 
Where any work is given in charge to the County Sur- 
veyor, he shall act upon the same principle, under the 
directions and guidance of the Extraordinary Present- 
ment Sessions and their standing Committee, so far as 
it is reasonably possible for him to do. 



Conduct of Business by Presentment Sessions. The 
Standing Committee. 

9. The Extraordinary Presentment Sessions may 

adjourn from time to time, as they think proper and 

where the Grand J ury Act prescribes that any adjourn- 
ment shall bo of any fixed length, or that any proceed- 
ings relative to the making of presentments for works 
shall be taken at any particular time, or not sooner 
than any particular time, it shall be competent for the 
Extraordinary Presentment Sessions to vary the time 
so fixed, and to appoint any time for tho doing of any 
act, or the taking of any proceeding at their absolute 
discretion. The Extraordinary Presentment Sessions 
may dispense with any lodgments, notices, adver- 
tisements, forms of application, or other proceedings 
which appear to them likely to cause any delay in 
approving of or proceeding with any work. The 
Extraordinary Presentment Sessions shall also meet 
whenever convened by public notice by the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury. 

The Extraordinary Presentment Sessions shall, at 
their first meeting, or any subsequent meeting, 
appoint one or more Standing Committees of members 
of their own body, whether present at their first 
meeting or not, each Standing Committee to be not 
less than five in number, who shall meet from time to 
time, as they think fit. They shall report to the 
Extraordinary Presentment Sessions as to the execu- 
tion of any works in progress, or as to any now works 
which, in their opinion, might be properly applied for 
by the County Surveyor, or otherwise, in accordance 
with these instructions. Provision shall be made by 
the Commissioners of Public Works that all moneys 
advanced by them shall be kept to a separate credit by 
the hank in which such moneys Bhall bo lodged j and 
payments shall be made thereout upon the cheque of 
the County Treasurer, or tho Secretary of tlio Grand 
Jury when a bank is such treasurer. No such cheque 
shall be given by such Treasurer or Secretary, save 
upon a certificate signed by two or more members of 
the Standing Committee, stating tho amount to bo paid 
and the person to whom payment is to bo nuido. The 
Standing Committee shall arrange to moot as often as 
may be necessary to enable them to make payments 
from time to time, as may be required, and to receive 
frequent reports from tho County Surveyor os to the 
progress of the works. They shall regulate the dis- 
bursement of the funds provided by Hor Majesty’s 
Government. The County Surveyor and other comity 
officers shall co-operate with the Standing Committee 
in promoting the due execution of all works presented 
by the Extraordinary Presentment Sessions. The 
accounts of the receipts and expenditure of the Extras 
ordinary Presentment Sessions, and of their Standing 
Committee, shall be audited by the Auditor of tho 
Local Government Board in the same manner us Grand 
J ury accounts are now audited. 



County Surveyor may have additional Staff. 

8. The County Surveyor may, if he thinks fit, apply 
to tho Extraordinary Presentment Sessions to authorize 
him to employ for a limited period such one or more 
clerks, or additional assistants, at such rate of remu- 
neration, as the Presentment Sessions may think 
proper. If the Presentment Sessions accede to such 
application, the Couaty Surveyor shall so report to the 
Commissioners of Public Works, who may confirm the 
presentment, with any modifications and subject to any 
conditions which they think fit ; or they may annul it. 
The remuneration of such clerks and additional assis- 
tants shall be advanced by the said Commissioners in 
tho same manner as is hereinbefore provided in refer- 
ence to the estimated cost of any work, and the sum so 
advanced shall be a charge on the Barony, and shall be 
repaid as directed in Article 6 of these instructions. 



Parliamentary Sanction. 

10. As soon as Parliament meets, Her Majesty's 
Government will be prepared to introduce a Bill to 
confirm all the presentments made ai such Extraordi- 
nary Presentment Sessions, which have boon approved 
by the Commissioners of Public Works as above set 
forth. 

And to make provision for the repayment of such 
advances upon the terms above stated, and for the 
auditing of the baronial accounts. 

And to provide for the remuneration of all county 
officers in respect of their duties at such Extraordinary 
Presentment Sessions, and in execution of such pre- 
sentments, as far as may be proper. 

And for such other purposes, in relation to such 
works, as may be necessary.

Sir, — Extraordinary Presentment Sessions having 
been summoned by His Grace the Lord Lieutenant to 
be held at for the barony of in the county 
of on the next, I have to request that 
you will proceed to that barony and report "without 
loss of time on any works that may he presented for, 
— a statement giving the particulars of which will be 
forwarded to you in due course. 

With the view of expediting your inquiry, the 
Board consider it desirable that you should, without 
waiting to be furnished with the statement of the 
particulars of the works presented for, attend the 
Baronial Sessions, and though not taking any part in 
the proceedings or expressing any opinion in respect 
of any work applied for, note any discussion that may 
take place and report briefly the general opinion of 
the Sessions in regard to the utility of each work pre- 
sented tor, and the necessity of providing the employ- 
ment which it is calculated to afford. 

A statement of the several loans recently made, or 
which are about being made by this Board to landed 
proprietors and sanitary authorities in the above 
barony, is forwarded herewith, and you are requested 
to submit this statement to the Chairman of the 



Extraordinary Baronial Presentment Sessions, so that 
the Court may have before it the fullest information 
as to the means which will he thus afforded for giving 
employment in the district, and be in a position to 
judge how far it may be desirable to supplement 
them. 

It will be the duty of the Sessions in all cases where 
it is contemplated to carry out works by day labour, 
to fix the maximum rate of wages which they recom- 
mend being paid ; and when it is proposed to execute 
the work by contract, the amount to be paid for such 
work should, as far- as possible, be based upon that 
rate of wages. If necessary, you should draw the 
attention of the Court to the necessity of their com- 
plying with this regulation. 

The points to which you will direct your particular 
attention, and upon which you are requested to report, 
are as follow : — 

1. The reasonableness of the rate of wages as recom- 
mended by the Sessions to be paid for labour, looking 
to the ordinary price of labour in the district. This 
Board will, in confirming any presentment for a work 
which is to be carried out by day labour, approve or 
modify the maximum rate of wages so recommended 
to be paid, which rate cannot subsequently be exceeded 
without their authority.

district during the period of distress. 

4. The probable length of time required for the 
completion of the work, making due allowance for the 
labour which will be required for the ordinary spring 
agricultural work in the district. 

5. Should you airlve at the opinion that the exe- 
cution of any work which has been presented for will 
not be attended with benefit commensurato to its cost, 
but that from the representations made at the Baronial 
Sessions, or from information derived from other 
official source there appears to be a necessity of 
affording employment in the immediate distinct in 
which the work referred to is situated, and no other 
means of obtaining it, you are fully to report the cir- 
cumstances. 

Immediately on the closing of the Sessions you will 
proceed to make such inspections of the works pre- 
sented for as you may consider necessary, and furnish 
your report with the greatest possible despatch, 
accompanied with the 6" Ordnance Sheets, showing ns 
•• fully and clearly as you can the position of each work, 
and indicating it by numbers in red ink corresponding 
with those in your report, and you will be careful to 
draw attention to any of the loans made, or about 
being made by this Board to landed proprietors or 
sanitary authorities (the list of which has been 
furnished to you) in the immediate locality of siny 
work that has been presented for, and furnish any

information you can obtain as to the progress made, 
or likely to he made, so far as you can loam, in 
carrying out such work. 

Copies of the Ordnance Sheet for the barony will be 
supplied to you, and a copy of the instructions for the 
justices and associated ccsspayers at their Extra- 
ordinary Sessions is forwarded herewith for yonr in- 
formation. 

The County Surveyor and the Secretary of the 
Grand J ury will ho informed of your having been 
appointed for this service, and the Board rely upon 
your energy in performing it with the utmost despatch; 
and in affoixling such clear nud explicit explanation as 
will place them in a position to arrive at a comet 
judgment as to the utility or necessity of the works 
presented for. 

I am further to direct yonr special attention to the 
following extract from a letter from the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, received here on the 3rd inst. 

“You also stale that His Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
proposes that my I-ords should, for the present, authorize a 
sum, not exceeding half a million sterling, to be advanced 
for all purposes of relief, without specifying how much is to 
be appropriated to sanitnrv and land improvement works, 
or to works presented by Extraordinary Presentment 
Sessions. 

“ I am to inform you, in reply to this letter, that my 
Lords ugree to His Grace's proposal, as stated above, on the 
understanding that the utmost care will be taken not to 
exhaust the loan fund in extensive works at a few points 
which will leave others unprovided for. 

“ You are aware Unit tne works, which it lias been the 
object of the Irish Government and of the Treasury to 
encourage arc such as could be completed in about six 
months.”
